For soae time a suspicion of in- 
cendiarism has rested upon John K. Love, 
a son of the lessee, who was the manager 
ol the stable, 

William C. Prescott, hf? Ift-year-old 
brotl'.er-iii-Iaw, t'vciay made a deposition to 
the effect that John K. Love set tire to the 
stable. Another deposition was mane by 
Mrs. May Whipple, the widow of R,ev. Mr. 
Whipple, who was killed near Crows Land- 
ing two years ago by S. A. Bauguess, also 
charging Love with the crime. Wright 
swore to a complaint and Loye was arrested 
and his bail fixed at $2000 which was given. 
The accused has long been a resident of 
this city, and the news of his arrest caused 
consirk-rabie e.xcitemem.

VISALIA, Cai.., April 28.-Claus Spreck- 
els, president of the San Francisco and San 
Joaquin Valley Railroad, accompanied by 
Directors Watt and Payson, arrived at 
salia from Bakerstield at 7:40 this morn- 
ing. The ,"entlemen were met in Tularo 
City bv Mayor Farnsworth, President 
Mitchell of the Board of Trade and County 
Clerk Hammond. When they arrived 
here they proceeded at once to the Palace 
Hotel, where rooms had been secured for 
them. 

After breakfast carrii^s were drawn up 

in front of the hotel, and the ride over the 
surrounding cotmtry was commenced. In 
the first carriage were Claus Spreckels, 
Judge N. O. Bradley, A. L. Levis and Ben 

M. Maddox; in the second. Director Watt, 
S.Mitchell, E. C. Farnsworth and S. C. 
Brown; in the third, Director Payson, 
Judge Andrews, W. G. Dosler and W. H. 
Hammond. 

The party drove thirty miles and were 
pleased with the country passed over. 
President Spreckels said he thought the 
bottom land in the vicinity of Visalia 
would be just the place to grow sugar 
beets, and when told that the people were 
planting them for the purpose of making 
a test of the amount of saccharine matter 
the beets would contain, was much pleased. 

"Some of these days," said Mr. Spreck- 
els, "the San Joaqnin Valley will produce 
enough sugar to < .,ni]y the United States. 
When we do that it will mem the saving 
of ISn.OOO.OOO to the people oi this country 
or rather the keeping of that much money 
at home -that is now S)r«Bt tor imported 
nagu." 

■ Mr. Spreckels had never been in the San 
Joaqnin Valley before, and his astonish 
raent was great when he saw the magnifi 
cent oak forests, the many irrigating 
ditches and the fertile soil. The fruit trees, 
he .said, were the finest he had ever seen, 
and when told the reason why some needed 
enterprises were not carried out, on ac- 
count of the high freight rates, his face 
lighted up and he i em artad: ' "That moat 
be remedied." ' 

The carriage* letnmed to the Palace 
Hotel by 1 o'clock, and the guests found 
an elegant lunch ready for them. After 
partaking of the refreshments the directors 
walked up to the proposed depot site on 
East street and examined it carefully. 

A Call representative asked Mr. Spreck- 
els what be thought of Visalia and its 
surroundings, and he rejilied: 

"At the jirescnt time I have very little 
to say. The country surprises nic. I never 
expected to see such magnilicent land. 
You have the best fruit land I ever saw, 
and your people are of tbe right sort. The 
proposed depot site on East street is well 
located." 

Mr. Payson said: i 

"I am pleased and delighted with the 
country. I always heard Visalia was a 

beautiful place. Your fruit trees are load- 
ed and the grain I saw to-day is well ad- 
vanced. Mr. Spreckels would like to visit 
the east side of the valley, but he has not 
the time now. The general committee 
will do so later." 

"This is not my first trip to Visalia," 
was Director Watt's comment. "I visited 
this place several times when I was Bank 
Commissioner several years ago, but was 
agreeably surprised at what I saw to-day. 
I iim well posted about the fruit country 
in California, but never saw as thrifty 
trees as I saw on my ride this morning. 
You need canneries and packing houses, 
but these will come in time. We are all 
well pleased with the country and the way 
the people have treated us." 

A t S :30 o'clock the visiting railroad men 
and those who accompanied them on their 
drive this morning were treated to a Span- 
ish dinner. To-morrow morning Presi- 
dent Spreckels and Directors Pay.scn and 
Watt will go to Hanford, where they will 
spend the day. The weather was delight- 
ful to-day, the rain last night laying the 
dust and making the drive a pleasant one. 
The Visalia people feel much encouraged 
over the visit of the dircctots of the Valley 
road, and their hope of getting the main 
line through the city is much strength- 
ened.

Enemies of the Saloon Seek to

SAX JOSE, Cal., April 2S.— The prohi- 
bitionists of the Second and Third wards, 
and a part of East San Jose, recently tiled 
a petition with the Board of Supervisors 
asking that an election be called for the 
purpose of organizing a sanitary district. 

The matter was referred to the District 
Attorney, and yesterday he filed an 
opinion in which he says the petition for 
the formation of a sanitary district in this 
county conforms to requirements of the 
statutes, and will not interfere with the 
exercise of the police powers of the city. 
According lo a recent enaciment the sani- 
tary districts sliall have entire control of 
the liquor tralBc within their limits. The 
law has never been Uioroughly tested in 
the courts, and the saloon-keepers' organi- 
zation will makea determined fight against 
the organization of the district.

The Trade Is lAyht, hut the Stock It 
Storing Off Satisfactorily. 

SAN JOSK, Cal., April 28 —Colonel 
Philo Hersey, president of the Santa Clara 
County Fruit Kxchnngf, in an interview 
yesterday, said : 

"During the past week the dried-fruit 
trade has been lighter thaif for some time 
past, but the limited quantity on hand is 
moving off satisfaetorily. Reports from 
the East state that the fruit held there is 
being sold slowly ia small lots. At present 
there are no apricots in the exchange ware- 
house. There is about a carload of 
peaches and a few carloads of prunes left, 
and there is but little dried fruit held out- 
side the exchange. During the next two 
months dried fruit will be extensively used 
throughout the country, and the small 
amount on hand will pass into the hands 
of consumers. 

"It is certain that there will be an aver- 
age crop of peaches, but the apricot crop 
will be light. The prune crop will not ex- 
ceed that of last year." 

Nes> Saturday the annual meeting of the 
directors and stockholders will be held in 
the exchange warehouse. It is expected 
that a large proportion of the .500 active 
members of the exchange will be present. 
There will be a general discussion of the 
fruit business and an election of officers.

No atten- 
tion was paid'to his iiotice, and although 
he has since written ttaie and time again 
to the different PostmaSterS-General and 
done everytiiing to enforce a discharge, his 
successor has never been named, an<l he is 
still postmaster de jure. Do wbat he will, 
he cannot get rid of the ofhce, and it 
haunts iiim like an apparition and seems 
to be his unholy birthfight. The salary 
arrives regul.arly, although he refuses to 
accept It, and no amount of protest and 
expostulation has been of any avail. 

A few years ago Richard G.JEtoberts. 
postmaster at -Franklin, a neighboirng 
town, where the' frightful mine disaster 
of last summer took xdace, moved to New- 
castle and succeeded Mr. Atkinson as 
storekeeper for the company. The latter 
also turned over the postottice to the new- 
comer, making him a deputy and giving 
him all the pay. Koberts, too, has en- 
ileavorcd to resign from his office, but the 
authorities have turned a deaf ear to his 
entreaties. At Franklin the acting post- 
master receives all communications ad- 
dressed to Mr. Roberts, and at Newcastle 
the latter attends to the departmental cor- 
respondence coming under the supervision 
of Mr. Atkinson. 

So the monotonous round of ofBoe-hoId- 
ing has continued. Mr. Atkinson, during 
his tenure of office, has received all sorts 
of letters, which have been taken care of 
and answered by his assistant at New- 
castle. The latest document only arrived 
a few days ago from Washington, and was 
in the shape of a blank bond for ^l.MXJ, 
which the unwilling postmaster was in- 
structed to till out with sureties and re- 
turn immediately. 

But the most annoying of all the com- 
munications have been those from leading 
politicians, importuning Mr. Atkinson for 
donations "to carry on the campaign" or 
"to keep up the party organisation." The 
above fact calls to mind Mr. Atkinson's 
experience with George Hazsard, the 
wizard of the Washington Democracy, 
who has just visited President Cleveland, 
who called Hazzard a curiosity and said 
he ought to be put on exhibition at the 
Smithsonian Institution. A few weeks be- 
fore the campaign oi)ened Mr. Roberts, at 
Newcastle, received the following letter: 

In view of the forthcoming State convention 
the State erganizationa are greatly in need of 
funds. I have been directed to request that 
you will by return mall send a hank check or 
po^tal order for .$2,'5 in payment of first and 
last installment of your verlial subscrl])tion. 
* • • If you are iinal'le or unwilling to pay 
this sum then kindly so advise la Inclosed 
stamped envelope, when yon will not be again 
called npon. X am, sir, yours truly, 

OXOBOB HAZZASUi, Secretary. 

This letter was allowed to pass without a 
reply, and a few days later a messenger 
from Mr. Hazzard called on Mr. Atkinson 
at the Treasurer's office in this city, and 
presenting the letter made a demand for 
the $25. Mr. Atkinson was evidently much 
provoked, and after reading the communi- 
cation twice and pulling a handful of hair 
out of his head, he turned his gray eyes on 
the messenger and demanded: 

"So you want some money?" 

"Yes; I would like to get the|2S. You 
know we need money now." 

Mr. Atkinson, who is an ardent Republi- 
can, reflected that he was called upon to 
contribute to a Democratic campaign fund. 
He then answered positively : 

"My leg is not very elastic. It has been 
pulled until all the stretch is out of it, and 
If you sncceed in petting any money out of 
me you'll be a dandy." 

After thinking the matter over, Mr. At- 
kinson concluded to write to Mr. Hassaid. 
He then dictated the following dipUunatie 
letter:

For 
tho past eight years I have been con- 
scientlouslr, but vainly, endeavoring to secure 
my dlscharfte from the position of postmaster 
at Newcastle, and if you can succeed in hasten- 
ing the wheels of the circumlocution oHlce of 
the poRtoflice department, and secure the ap- 
pointment of my successor, I will gladly give 
you not only the contribution you wish but a 
mccli larger sum. 

As my successor, I wonld respectfully recom- 
mend Mr. Kichard O. Roberts Esq., at present 
my efficient deputy at Newcastle. I am not 
prepared to vouch for his politics, but In other 
respects, which probably cnta no figure with 
yon, he is qualified for the position. 

Mr. Atkinson will make one supreme 
effort to throw off the cares of postmaster 
at Newcastle. He intends at once to write 
to William L.Wilson, the new Postmaster- 
General, and if the letter has no effect Mr. 
Atkinson will cease to struggle against 
fate, and will meekly bear the burden 
placed upon his unwilling shoulders.

They Are Mowed Down by a Puell- 
lade of Bullets Fired From 
an Ambush. 



CHICAGO, III., April 28.— A Herald 
special from Pittsburg, Texas, says: 

In a remote section of Titus County, two 
miles north of here, yesterday. Constable 
Oliver attempted to arrest a man named 
Belcher for some minor offense. Belcher 
resisted, and in the shootine which fol- 
lowed Constable Oliver was shot through 
the head. Oliver withdrew and secured re- 
enforcements in the persons ol three men 
named Cooper, Frye and Ritchie. 

Returning to make the arrest Belcher 
and the male members of his family am- 
bushed the party at Black's Ridge, on 
White Oak River, just about dusk, pour- 
ing a heavy fusillade into the posse from 
rifles and revolvers, and mowed down the 
entire party.

Pleasanton has splendid cool artesian 
water from many wells in the vicinity, 
which contain many mefiicinal properties, 
magnesia and iron predominating.

Annmberef fine stock fcmiB are 
here, where famous thoroughbred sires and 
dams see their sons and daughters train 
and go forth to win on all the great race 
courses of the country.

flower of California, but vhen the bill is 
passed by the legislators decreeing it such 
let be undf-r th'? simple iinderstandable 
name "wilii poppy." The ugly name 
eschscholtzia was the cause of Governor 
Budd's pocketing the late session's bill on 
the subject, but it is with the fair valley of 
Livermore that this article deals. 

About an hour's ride from tlie Oakland 
mole through picturesque Niles Canyon— 
which is always filled with eanipersand 
tourists during the j^umnier months — past 
lovely Sunol and the travel emerges into 
Livermore Valley. The first town of this 
district is appropriately named I'leasan- 
ton. The air ia clear, the heavens blue, no 
■alt sea winds can pasa through the Coast 
Bange of moon tains that lie off to the west 
and separate Livermore Valley, thirty-five 
miles from the shores of San Francisco 
Bay, with its great metropolis and thriving 
Bister city, Oakland, on either side. 

Pleasanton, with its 1000 or more inliab- 
itants, is a pretty town, with streets bor- 
dered with shade trees. I!ut the glory of 
California is tlie country. Tlie country 
about Pleasanton has a nioi?t soil that is 
very fertile. Grain, hops, sug.ir beets, veg- 
etables, are especially adapted to this soil, 
which is an alluvial sediment. Fruit and 
vines ate a wonderfnl aucceaa on the toll- 
ing gronnd and the foothills. Snnabine 
and the absence of rough winds bring the 
grapes to perfection. Some of the best 
wine made in this State is from the vine- 
yards of the Livermore country. Ruby 
Hill vineyard, owned by the Crellin fam- 
ily, is the largest in the immediate vicinity 
of Pleasanton. There Hre 220 acres planted 
in choice vines. There is a winecellar, a 
substantial three-story brick building, with 
a capacity of 300,000 gallons. A distiller)- 
is connected with the vineyard, where ail 
wiaenotnp to the higiwat testis made 
intoima^. 

They bottle and label their own wines as 
a rule. During last season their sales 
amounted to 150,000 gallons of wine and 
aOOO gallons of brandy. 

The acreage planted in sugar beets in- 
creases each year, and v.-ell it may, as the 
beets grown in the soil of this locality con- 
tain a very large percentage of sugar and 
are consequently in demand at tlie nearest 
refinery, Aivarado. 

During 1894, 1,717,120 tons were shipped 
from the Pleasanton Station. The price 
paid for the beats was f4 a ton when 
leaded on the cars, or fS when delivered at 
Aivarado. When it is censideted that t^e 
average yield per acre is from 18 to 30 tons, 
the conclusion is that sugar-)}eet3 can be 
profitably grown in the rich bottom lands 
near town. As the United States is as yet 
unable to produce more than a small frac- 
tion of the sugnr consumed within its 
boundaries, there is no fear of over-pro- 
duction in the sugar-beet line. 

The raising of hops is un important in- 
dustry in this locality, the soil and cli- 
mate being peculiarly well adapted. There 
are no failuies in crops as in Washington, 
Oregon, and in the En^Sab bop-fields of 
Kent. 

The Pleasanton Hop Company, of which 
P. H. Lilienthal of 8an I^ncisco is the 
president, has 3o0 acres planted in hops. 
They have adopted the system of trellising, 
the poles being 18 feet high. The system j 
surpasses, and is now superseding all oth- j 
ers, so says Mr. Davis, the intelligent and j 



The Pleaaonton stock farm and training 
track of Honroe Salist>nry, which is re- 
nowned the world over, is located just at 
the t^wn limits of Pleasanton. Many 
noted horsemen and trainers make this 
farm their headquarters. 

Andy McDowell, the trainer and driver 
of queenly Alii, is now at home— literally 
at home— for his pretty vine-covered cot- 
tage, well-keptgrounds and fine stables are 
very near the justly celebrated stock farm 
of Monroe Salisbury. Mr. McDowell, a 
medium-sized, lithe, muscular man, with 
a pronounced composure of manner and 
perceptible iron nerve, showed the Call 
representative through the stables, which, 
as stables, are plain, unatttactive and nn- 
adomed in comparison with the Bonner sta- 
bles in New York and some of ths palatial 
stables of Kentucky.

The cart used in the great race, wblch 
weighs but twenty pounds and tnree 
ounces, was nest CTaraiued. Then Flying 
Jib, the pacer with the world's record of 
1:58^, was seen. Ibis bore lias a tierce 
eye aiid keep-yont^distance air. Altibo, 
with a tsoord of 8:10, was next called upon. 
This horse, who i» owned by an Oregoq 
man, can be looked ont for, as his possi- 
bilities are great. 

Little Directly with the world's record of 
two-year-olds, 2:07K, is a beauty and as 
hospitahle as Alix. Diabla with 2:09}4 re- 
cord shows royal blood and training, as 
George Dexter, Lulu P and many others 
who are here training for the season. 

Mr. McDowell willtalceagreatstring with 
him to the Eastern tracks in a few weeks 
to compete with' the world's swiftert trot- 
ters and pacers.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 28.J-A 
murder mystery dating back several years, 
where evidence pointed strongly to James 
E. Logue, known to the police of the 
United s-tatcs as "Jimmy" Logue, has been 
cleared up by a confession of the murderer. 

On the night of February 22, 1879, Jo- 
hanna Logue, the wife of Jimmy, vanished 
as suddenly as if the earth had opened and 
swallowed her. The newspapers at the 
time were full of it, rewards were offered 
and no one was more indefatigable in his 
efforts to locate the woman than Logue 
himse.'f. On October 16, 1883, fourteen 
years afterward, a carpenter repairing the 
house at i-'')0 Xorth Eleventh street tore 
up some boards in the kitchen and there 
found the skeleton of a woman. When it 
became known that Logue and his wife 
had lived in the house suspicion at once 
pointed to him as the murderer, but all 
search for him proved unavailing. 

t)n the evening of March 5 last the door- 
bell of Coroner Ashbridge's private resi- 
dence rang, and, answering it in person, 
he was confronted by an old white-haired 
man, who said abruptly: "I am Jimmy 
Logue and I have come to give myself 
up." 

That was all he said and the Coroner 
handed him over to the police under an 
assumed name. From that time on the 
Coroner and Detective Geyer worked to-

CHAIteBI* WITH MUJiDER. 

Ex-City Trenaurer Zuaeomb of Milwaukee 
Win riead Self-Vrfeme. 

jtflLWATJKEE, Wis., April 28.-Ei-City 
Treasurer Luscomb was formally placed 
under arrest this afternoon, charged with 
murder in the first dc^'ree for shooting bis 
brother-in-law, Emil A. Sanger, bfother of 
the champion bicyclist, Batntday night. 
The prisoner was leleased on $10,000 bail 
furnished by his fatbsr end Heniy Haase. 
Public sympathy seems to be vrfth Lns- 
comb and Iiundreds of leading citisens 
called upon him at the police station to 
offer assistiince and advice. Even some of 
the members of the Banger family do not 
bear him any great resentm-ent, knowing 
as they did that the murdered man had 
cruelly beaten his wife and threatened to 
kill Luscomb. 

When Sanger went to the Luscomb home 
on Grand avenue and Fifteenth street, 
where his wife had taken refuge with her 
brother and father after be bad be^en her, 
he carried a heavy cans but no revolver, 
and when he stepped np to the door and 
tried to force an entrance Lnseomb shot 
him through a heavy plateglass. His 
head was literally filled with the pieces 
and he died instantly. He baa been to the 
house before and showed a gardener a long 
knife which be said he would use on Lus- 
comb. This is the lattex's ezenae for 
shooting Sang er.

J. J<riuisoa. Total loss, 120,000; Inranmea 
unknown.

The Olty of the Saints as It Is To- 
Day-Changes Which a Few 
Years Have Made. 



SALT LAKE CITY, X'tah, April 28.— 
"The letter in tbe candle" points to Utah — 
the coming State. The political and social 
interests of its peo]de will now find voice 
in the h;ilis of .National legislation and 
commerce, while the sparks of achieve- 
ment, long snuildering, will burn with 
ever-increasing brightness when fanned by 
the prosperity which will Surely come with 
Statehood. 

The eyes of many have recently been 
turned upon this fair Territory,not only on 
account of its coming Importance in the 
political issoes of the Nation, but also 
from the fact of its changed social condi- 
tions, its resources and attractions and its 
growing financial relation to the surround- 
ing Siatcs in the West. 

The changes in its iK>Iitical, social and 
financial condition during the last few 
years have been most marked, and to-day 
Utah is passing through the most impor- 
tant epoch in its history, endeavoring to 
enter tlic Union as a free and independent 
State, having passed through the late finan- 
cial storm with but little damage: and for 
the first time the people of the Territory 
have recently appeared at the polls under 
the banners of Republicanism and Democ- 
racy, with a signal victory for the first- 
named cause. 

For years the political fight in Utah 
was kept up on religious lines — ^the People's 
party (Mormon) against tiie Liberal party 
(non-Mormon). With the disbanding of 
the People's party some years ago, and the 
more recent disruption of the Liberals, the 
two great Xational parties slowly raised 
their heads, and the old fights, the bitter- 
ness of the past, faded into memory. It 
was generally s.iDj iised that the People's 
party was Democratic, and that the Lib- 
erals were motly llepublicans. This was 
partly proved in the election of 1WJ2, when 
the fight was made between Dcmorracy, 
Liberalism and a smoll array of faithful 
Republicans. The People's-Democratio 
candidate was elected to Congress as a Del- 
egate from Utah, and the prognosticators 
smiled. In the more recent election, that 
of last November, when only the National 
party lines were drawn, the Republicans 
elected their candidate, and many came 
to the conclusion that there was a heavy 
percentage of RcpuMicans in both tbe old 
local factions. Be that as it may, the rea- 
sons which made Utah Rei ublican can be 
ascribed to the silver and v. ui'l legislation, 
combined with the jiresent i^olicy of the 
administration. 

In accordance with tlie provisimis of the 
enabling act tlie C^JIl^tiLuti.lIlal Conven- 
tion is now assembled in a magnificent 
and new city and county building framing 
the laws which will govern the new State. 
The constitution will first be anbmitted to 
tbe people, and tbea presented to Con- 
gress with the petition for the admission 
of Utah into the Union. 

The complexion of the convention is Re- 
publican, and its sessions so far have not 
been characterized by any serious disturb- 
ances on party issues, although the 
woman's snffrage question called up a 
lengthy discussion. From the lirst it was 
Known that the woman suffrage plank 
would be introduced, but it was not 
deemed a party issue, as the convention 
was divided (,n the subject, and many 
wanted the question submitted to tbe 
people in a separate article. At present it 
is pretty certain that it will form an article 
in the constitatlon, and if tbe people want 
it Oiey will vote for it. 

The convention has just closed a severe 
struggle with proliibition. This question 
has been lianging fire for some months. 

In Salt Lake's social life can be seen the 
most striking changes of all. In the past 
there was little affiliation between Mormon 
and gentile, but to-day this has been en- 
tirely fori»otten and the iitmost cordiality 
exists between all, the leading set in tlie 
city being equally made up of the wealth, 
education and relincnient of tlie inhabi- 
tants, with no thought of religious ideas. 

The dozen or more schools which have 
been erected here but recently are a source 
of pride to the whole Territory, while the 
system, generally qpealdng, ii a xavelation, 
owing to tbe short Vtim It bas taken to 
build it op. 

The growth of churches and religions 
bodies has been noticeable for the last 
few years, and on Easter the services were 
of a high order, while the music in many 
was really excellent, and tbe congrega- 
tions were not only large but the number 
of strangers seen in attendance upon that 
day in the various churches proved con- 
clusively that there is a steady influx of 
good Americans into this portion of the 
West. 

The evolution of architecture in Salt 
lAke is a most interesting study. Stand- 
ing in the upper part of town is a little 
hewB-log, mnd-covered boaa», one of tbe 
first built here in 1847. It la a fsmoos old 
landmark and the first place where the 
tourist is driven. Directly opposite, on an- 
other corner, commanding a perfect view 
of the valley, is the handsome residence of 
a leading banker, built a few years ago, 
and often the scene of an up-to-date recep- 
tion, german or other entertainment. The 
contrast is striking and shows at a glance 
the difference between then and now. 
Two dozen homes could be mentioned 
which have been erected in the last five 
yeais, with all tbs modem ideas of luxury, 
oonfort and artistic effect. The number of 
less pretentions homes is also very large- 
bouses wliich, in cost, range from $3000 to 
$1.5,000, and are erected by the solid busi- 
ness class of men. These homes have dons 
much to encourage the entertainments and 
social functions which go so far toward^ 
mat;i!is a city an attractive place for a 
stranger to settle in, and the cordiality 
shown visitors wlio come with an intro- 
duction or on a visit to local friends, is 
marked for its sincerity and has often been 
the subject of pleasant comment by those 
who have enjoyed a stay in Salt L,ake. 

The building of Saltair has done much 
to encourage tbe evolution of tbe social 
Ilf^in Salt LaKe, and tbe lovely resort has 
^iMivsd a boon to] tbe enforced resident 



during the liot spell, giving one a chance 
to pass an afternoon and evening in a 
partly metropolitan manner. 

Salt Lake has always been a theatrical 
town, dating from the days of the stock 
company organized by Brigbam Young at 
the historic theater which is still doing 
business and booking only lirst-class at- 
tractions. The new Grand Opera-house, 
opened on Christmas, employs a first-class 
stock company from New York and Ban 
Francisco, and has" been a great suceess 
from the day of its opening, a stock com- 
pany being an innovation which seems to 
have struck the fancy of the public. 

It is the establishment of these seemingly 
unimportant things which have helped 
revolutionize local society, and many more 
features could readiiy lie spoken of which 
have bad their share in building up the 
attractive place of the present day, the 
city and Territory which has so many 
charms for the visitor, the tourist or the 
resident. 

Salt Lakers returning from (Talifomia 
are enthusiastic over the projected San 
Joaquin Valley road which seems, to the 
careful observer, to be an assured fact. 
Others, recently back from la fiesta m the 
City of Angels, report, in much tbe same 
strain, that the people there are anxious to 
have the Salt Lake and Los Angeles con- 
necting line also. 

The dispatches tell us that Bishop 
Taylor of Utah has been in San Diego for 
some time on one more Utah-California 
line, a line which is jiroposed to run from 
the neighborhood of Cedar City, a virgin 
country, yet untouched by the bands of 
steel and in a region abounding in a 
wealth of natural resources, mainly eco- 
nomic materiaL The dispatch also states 
that a Mr. Powers bas started for Utah to 
investigate tbe Oedar City region— and 
this fact ia significant when coupled with 
the information that yesterday afternoon 
a party of railroad magnatss started from 
Saliua, Utah, the southern terminus 
of the Rio Grande Western, on a trip 
to Cedar City. The party went in 
wagons, was equipped for camping 
and ciuried )!ack animals. With the jiarty 
were (jeiieral William J. Palmer and \. 
I'ostcr Peaijody of New York, president 
and vice-president of the Rio (Irandc 
Western Railway. General .Manai^er Dodge, 
resident engineer yard and Superintend- 
ent Welby are also supposed to be of the 
party, as they left Salt Lake together on a 
"pleasure trip." Perhaps the gentlemen 
are merely on a hunting trip, but as Cedar 
City is their destination, and as an emis- 
sary from San Diego is also hound for that 
locality, and as the Rio Grande Western 
sees tbe importance of extending its lines, 
the impression has gained ground that this 
trip is the first of a series of investigations 
which will lead to the e.xtension of the 
"Western" to the .southwest corner of Utah, 
at least, there to connect with the San 
Diego projected road. 

Tbe Rio Grande Western sees the import- 
ance of beading off the San Pete Valli v road, 
which also points to Southern California. 
This road has connections with tbs Union 
Pacific, and operates about 66 miles to 
Manti and Morrison, owing to extensive 
coal properties at the latter place. It is 
an English road, and tltongb tiie local offi- 
cials refuse to be interviewed on tbe sub- 
ject, it is known that money is behind 
their road ana an extension is confidently 
looked forward to by those who know the 
general standing of afbdts in the railroad 
world. 

But the San Joaquin road is the one to 
which Utonlans should pin their faith, as 
it is a feasible project, backed ly the solid 
men of San Francisco and planned to build 
up the territory throngn which it will run. 
Salt Lake should and probably will take 
steps to co-operete with tbepromotsM of 
this line, which will be the means of en- 
riching this Territory tenfold. Unfortu- 
nately this city has had but little of that 
hurrying, bustling and pushing spirit of 
the San Franciscan, but it is coming to it, 
and men of this description are going into 
business here right along, entering into 
everything which helps to build up the 
commercial interests of their home. 

While affected in a measure by the low 
price of silver and lead, two of the leading 
products of the Territory, the business con- 
ditions of Utah are by no means bad. 
While other towns of tbe West were hav- 
ing their phenomenal growth in the 
"eighties" Salt Lske was conservative. 
The honeyed words of tiie boomer failed to 
plunge her people into the recklessness 
which eventually comes with unhealthy 
growth, so that when the crash came and 
banks were crumbling in other cities Salt 
Lake withstood the strain. Not having 
been overboomed the people were not over- 
bought. Not so much as a suggestion of a 
"run" on any Salt Lake bank occurred at 
this critical time. There were but few 
mortgage foreclosures, and but two or 
three important failures. In the very cen- 
ter of the stringency, when money was the 
most timid, tbs city sold $800,000 in 
twenty-year 6 per cent bonds in tbs open 
market, at a premium. 

Inquky among the representatives of 
companies holding mortgage securities 
discloses the fact that a number of such 
companies have not had a single default in 
either interest or principal. Well-situated 
real estate has not depreciated in value. 
Tlie eiiy has been slowly but steadily 
growing, and, as a matter of fact, to-day 
there is a greater demand for modern resi- 
dences in well-situated portions of tbe town 
than can be supplied. 

Recent discoveries of a sufficient amount 
of natntal gas to praotiaaUy eliminate coal 
from domestic use, the possession of a 
greater diversity of resources then can be 
claimed by any other area equal in size to 
Utah, the early coming of statehood, the 
presence here of the Great Bait Lake, hot 
springs and other unique attractions and 
the wonderful character of the climate of 
the Territory are circumstances which 
combine to make the City of tbe Saints an 
early candidate for the honor of Utah's 
capital and before the end of the century 
one of tbe great centers of wealth, business 
and population on the highway of gieat 
cities between the two oceans.

The steamer was coming across tbe bead 
of Lake Erie in the trough of the sea and 
the strain was too much for her. She 
sprung a leak and filled so fast that she 
sank in less than an hour after the water 
commenced coming into the hold. 

The men who were sjivcd report a very 
rough experience, having rowed seven 
miles in the yawl in a terrific sea that 
threatened to swamp their frail craft any 
minute.

WASIIIKGTOX, D. C, April 28.— The 
recent experience of Admiral Meade in 
his cruise with a squadron through the 
waters of the Gulf of Mexico and the Car- 
ibbean Sea bas served to again attract the 
attention of tlie officials of the Navy De- 
partment to the becessity of acquiring at 
least one or two coaling stations in these 
waters for the use of tbe navy. Although 
the cruise lasted only a few weeks the dif- 
ficulty of procuring a sufficient supply of 
coal at different points and at a reasonable 
price has strikinnly indicated the trouble 
that may be expected when it shall be 
necessary to maintain for long periods of 
time, or perliaps permanently, a number 
cruising gunboats in these waters. Such a 
contingency is being prt parcl for by the 
construction of a number of boats calcu- 
lated for just such service. 

The sources of coal supply in that sec- 
tion are at present largely in British pos- 
sessions. The price is always high in some 
ports, hut it is very much higher In others, 
being known to reach fl66 a ton at Colon. 
Now that the navy has rid its^ almost en- 
tirely of sail power and that the ships rely 
altogether on steam the amrunt of money 
expended in coal is assuming formidable 
proportions and the naval officials are us- 
ing all their ingenuity to keep down this 
expense without injury to the service. 
Perhaps, for this reason, a number of otlic- 
ors who bad not regarded favorably the 
proposition to establish coaling stations 
outside of the United States are now be- 
coming convinced that such a plan would 
be decidedly in the interest of economy. 

In the case of Admiral Meade's cruise, to 
prevent the paying of extortionate charges 
for coal, the navy adopted the plan of con- 
tracting with an American firm to deliver 
coal alongside the vessels of the squadron 
at some of the ports. This plan worked 
well within certain limits, and a consider- 
able economy was effected. But there 
were grave objections to the auopt'on of 
such a plan as a jiermauency. 

It requires the arrangements of tbe 
movements of the vessels of the squadron 
with great exactness a long time in ad- 
vance, and this would be quite impossible 
in times of trouble just when the ships are 
required to be well supplied with coal so 
as to be able to make suddeti movements. 
There is also reason to believe that, while 
no objection has yet been made to this ex- 
periment, tbe nations owning the ports 
whore the coal is transferred to our cruis- 
ers will not permit the practice to continue 
without the collection of heavy duties on 
coal, and up to this time no thoroughly 
satisfactory method has lieen found by 
which the ooal can be transferred on tbe 
open sea. 

But aside from these purely economical 
reasons for the establishment of coaling 
stations, a stronger one is found. In the 
time of war, under the ntibtrality laws, our 
ships would be excluded from the priv- 
ilege of coaling in foreign ports and would 
thus he absolutely prevented from hostile 
operations, if they did not fall easy victims 
to an enemy better equipped wfiib liases of 
coal supply. 

It is said by naval ofiicers that the com- 
mon belief that these coal stations would 
be very expensive to acquire and would bo 
required to be strongly fortified to defend 
them, also at great expense, is without 
real foundation. Some of these ofiicers 
who have been giving great attention to 
the subject are confident that tbe United 
States could readiiy arrange for the acqui- 
sition of coaling stations from almost any 
of the countries along the Gulf of Mexico 
or the Caribbean Sea at a nominal price. 
Nothing in the way of equipment is no- 
cessary except a landing wharf, and the 
services of a man to wattli the place would 
sutiii e.

WASHINGTON, D. O., April 28.— The 
State Department haa been advised that 
the British will bombard Corinto unless 
the $75,000 is paid. 

The dispatches received by the Asso- 
ciated Press to-day from London and 
Costa Rica throw additional light on tlie 
attitude of the administration in regard to 
the Nicaraguun incident. It is evident 
that both the United States and the Cen- 
tral Anu'ricaii '.It I'ubUcs w ore anxious to 
secure a peaceful st ttlement of the dilli- 
colty by the payment of the indimnity 
demanded by Great Britain for the expul- 
Bion of Pro-Consul Hatch. 

Presidebt Yglesias of the Republic of 
Costa Rica, if the cable advices are correct, 
offered to contribnte a portion of the 
money, while the State Departtnent here, 
through Ambassador Bayard at lA)iidon, 
arranged for an extension of two weck^s in 
which the monej' could bo raised if Nic- 
aragua would agree to settle on this ba^is. 

It is not known exactly what representa- 
tions were made to the State I)(>partment 
here bj- Nicaragua or Nicaragua's repre- 
sentative to induce Sccrctarj' Gresham to 
cable Mr. Bayard tliese instractions, but 
as the poDular feeling in Nicaragua was 
•II against yielding it is believed that the 
Government of Nicaragua concluded, out 
of deference to it and possibly as a means 
of its own preservation, to stand out in the 
tiopc of ultimately inducing, if possible, 
active interventiun of the United States. 

It is said that the State Department has 
all along advised Nicirapua that the ex- 
pulsion of CiriMil Hatch was an offense 
that no st-lf-rt-sptH ring cotintry could over- 
look and prompt reparation was due 
Great Britain. When Iiampton and Wilt- 
bank, citizens of the United States, were 
expelled from Blaefields last July for 
alleged complicity in the conspiracy to 
defy Nicaraguan authority on the Mos- 
quito coast, in which it was said Consul 
Hatch was involved, the sentiment in this 
country was strong and the State Depart- 
ment took such vigorous steps that Lamp- 
ton and Wiltbank were not only permitted 
to return but they were restored to all 
their rights and property and a public ball 
was given in their honor. 

At that time it was believed that Nicar- 
agua would show the same willingness to 
furnish redress to Kngland that she did to 
the United States. But by continued de- 
lay matters were allowed to reach the 
acute -lage, and Great Hritain, in accord- 
ance with the terms of her ultimatum, 
seized Corinto to inforce the payment of 
the indemnity claimed to be due her. 

Much Interest is manifested in diplomatic 
circles in the situation. Secretary Gresham 
drove to Woodley this afternoon and had 
a long consultation with the President. It 
was thought that some statement would 
be made, but upon his return the Secretary 
declined to give out anything. The fact 
that the United States has been officially 
advised of the occupation of Corinto by 
the British is, however, definitely ascer- 
tained. From recent indications all the 
correspondence in the case will be held by 
the State Department until the incident is 
closed. 

The situation in Nicarag.ia, with the 
British occupying Corinto and the jxirt de- 
clared closed by the Nicaraguan Govern- 
ment, presents many possible complica- 
tions. From the best information obtain- 
able, it seems almost certain that the ad- 
ministration will not attempt any inter- 
ference with the dispute between Nicara- 
gua and Great Britain as long as the mat- 
ter confines itself to the collection of the 
indemnity. The Vnited States has main- 
tained in the past that the European 
powers Ouuld in their intenjational d>al- 
ings with South and Central American 
coDBtriea, conduct their disputes in their 
own way as long as they did not seek to 
overthrow existing Oovemments, set up 
monarchies or protectorates or acquire ter- 
ritory. Such was the substance of the 
notice served by Secretary Seward on 
France and Great Britain with regard to 
Mexico in 1862. 

If the company of Corinto fails in its 
object and Great Britain should declare 
war on Nicaragua, it is said that the ad- 
ministration would still decline to inter- 
fere, so long as the war was carried on. 
not for the aggrandizement of Great 
Britain or the acquisition of territory but 
for the sole purpose of collecting indem- 
nity. To go beyond that, however, the ad- 
ministration, it is said, would consider a 
violation of the Monroe doctrine, also an 
express violation of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, and would not be tolerated. 

It is pointed out that the United States 
to interpose to prevent England from 
carrying out the present method of col- 
lecting the debt would be equivalent to 
declaring a virtual protectorate over Nica- 
ragua and would commit this Government 
to a policy with regard to the Central and 
South American countries that would 
keep her involved in endless broils with 
European powers. It would cive these 
states the privilege of resisting just claims 
of otb er countries and taking refnge behind 
the skirts of the United States. 

In other words all diplomatic corre- 
spondence relative to these Slates would 
practically be carried on through Wash- 
ington. Besides it would greatly embar- 
rass this Government in the enforcement 
of its own claims a^iainst these countries. 
But it is not believed in ollicial circles that 
Nicaragua will carry her resistance much 
lurthrr. I'ublic .sentiment in Nicaragua, it 
is believed, has compelled President 2^elaya 
to make a show of resistance and to issue 
his appeal to the world through the Asso- 
ciated Press. Bat it is confidently be- 
lieved that rather than snffo' seizure or 
bombardment Nicaragua will comply and 
: pay the indemnity. 

There is some difference of opinion here 
as to whether the declaration of Nicaragua 
that Corinto was a closed port will be 
rei ognized. It is plainly within the ) fwer 
it: any country to close a port iiit.iiM of 
peai e, and Senator Morgan yesterday i-x- 
pressed the opinion that in this way 
Nicaragua would prevent England from 
coHwWifg the revenue, but this coimtry 



has always maintained (and in this we 
have been sustained by international cus- 
tom) that in order to dose a port an effec- 
tive blockade must be maintained. Eng- 
land insisted upon this when the United 
States declared the Confederate jwrts 
closed daring the war. 

For the pnrpose of learning the real sit- 
uation respecting affairs at Corinto, Dr. 
Guzman, the Nicaraguan Minister, sent a 
telegram of inquiry to his Government. 
To-day a dispatch came in reply from the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs at Managua 
contirraing the report that the British are 
in possession, the dispatch saying: "Cor- 
into is to-day under the British flag." 

The Minister does not know whetl^er his 
Government hai declared Corinto a closed 
port, but he is of the opinion that such a 
step has been resorted to. Dr. Guzman 
made a negative reply when asked whether 
he had any news as to whether his Gov- 
ernment had changed its attitude and 
taken any steps to satisfy the demand set 
forth by the British ultimatum. 

A reporter read to the Minister the pro- 
test against Jhe action of the British made 
by President Zelaya through the Asso- 
ciated Press yesterday. Dr. Guzman 
listened intently, but made no comment. 

The report that the Government of Costa 
Rica had voltmteered to pay one-fifth of 
the indemnity was also news to the Min- 
ister. 

"Such a thing is possible," the Minister 
said, with a shrug of his shoulders. "They 
are very patriotic, but I have no informa- 
tion on the subject. 

BAIASiya JtBPXBSBJTTATlOm. 

Great Britain Tkintc« Tlieff ITere Jfa<l« to 
Oive Xiearagua Time, 

LONDON, Eko., April The United 
States attempted to adjust the i>euding dis- 
pute between Great Britain and Nica- 
ragua. Embassador Baya^, acting under 
instructions from Washington, represented 
to the British Foreign Office that 
Nicaragua, if given two weeks addi- 
tional time from the expiration of 
the three days lixed in the ultimatum, 
would meet Great Britain's demand for 
the payment of ilo.liOO indemnity 
for the expulsion of Pro-Consul Hutch. 

Lord Kimberley acceded to this and as it 
was tiresumed the .-^tate Department at 
Washington was acting for Nicaragua, it 
was thought the incident would be closed 
without further complications, but as Nic- 
aragua refused at the last moment to ac- 
quiesce in this arrangement, the original 
plan of occupying Corinto was carried out. 
It is believed here Nicaragua secured the 
intermedial i ri . f t' ■ I 'nted States for 
the sole purj • i. . 

OIES TO ESCAPE ABREST. 



Train-Robber Wheeler Kills 
Himself on the Eve of 
Capture. 



A Noted Bandit Who Would Not Be 
Placed In a Prison 
Cell. 



MANCOS. Colo., April iS.— Grant 
Wheeler, who in company with David 
Sizer, alias Joe George, held up a South- 
em Pacific train at Willcoi, N. M., in Jan- 
uary last, securing $2000, committed sui- 
cide here to-day. He had been trapped by 
Detective Breckenrfdge, of the Southern 
Pacific force, who has been following him 
for weeks past and Wheeler rather than 
submit to capliire killed liimself. 

On January 29 last. Wheeler and Sizer 
held up a Southern Pacific train live miles 
west of Willcox, N. M. They were work- 
ing on a ranch a few miles from that place, 
and on the morning of January 27 they 
saddled their horses, annotmclng that 
they were going on a prospecting tour. 

They went to a point in Chiricahua 
Mountains and left their horses. The nest 
day Wheeler and his companion went to 
Willcox, and in the nrcsence of a number 
of people purchased a lot of powder, fuse 
and dynamite. On the 29th they took 
t Qeir horses about five miles above WUlcox, 
and, staking tnem out, walked back and 
boarded train No. 20, 

\Vi.en about two miles out thev forced 
the fireman and engineer to uncouple the 
express car, and then ran the train to the 
point where they bad left their horses. 
The engineer was forced to break open the 
car and go in with €teorge, as a protection 
against the messenger's bullets. After 
using six sticks of dynamite the safe was 
finally blown open, the robbers securing 
a'tjout $2000. 

Scarcely a month; after this they at- 
tempted to hold up the same train at 
Stein's Pass, but made a mistake and un- 
coupled the mail car instead of the express.

N. M., stating that Wheeler and George 
bad passed through that place en route for 
their old home in Colorado. Chief Gard at 
once placed Breakearidge on the trail, hu 
efforts resulting in the suicide of Wheeler 
to-day. 

George had parted with his companion 
before reaching the Colorado line, and is 
now supposed to be somewhere near 

Pueblo, Colo., his old home.

EPINAL, Fra?ice, April 28.— The list of 
the fatalities by the breaking yesterd.ay of 
t.he great Bouzey dyke in the Epinal dis- 
trict of the Vosge,'* increases every hour. 
One hundred and fifteen deaths have al- 
ready been reported, but only fifty bodies 
have been recovered. It is believed that 
the death list will be greatly in excess of 
the figured above given when all the dis- 
tricts are heard from. It is supposed that 
many of the dead were swept into isolated 
places where it will be a long time before 
the bodies are found. 

The whole region over which the thou- 
sands of tons of water swept in a resistless 
flood is strewn with every sort of wreckage 
and the whole country presents a most 
desolate Hi.pearance. in many places llie 
early crojis were swept clean out of the 
ground, and the losses thus incurred will 
be very heavy. Six brigades of gendarmes 
have arrived and they have been detailed 
to act as guards. Every attempt is being 
made to reoreanize the district, but this is 
rendered difficult by the waters.

Conerressman E. F. Loud Dis- 
cusses the Probable Is- 
sues of 1896. 



HE SEES GOOD TIKES COMIHO- 



General Warner's New Sliver Move- 
ment Condemned as Threat- 
ening Dancer. 



Congressman Eugene F. Loud, who re- 
turned to San Francisco on Saturday, 
thinks the financial question will be the 
important issue of the campaign of 1896. 

The tariff, he says, will not be touched 
upon. 

"The House Is to be Republican this 
year, and the Senate and President are 
Democratic," he explained. "It would be 
folly under those circumstances to upset 
the eondition of trade by introducing a 
neiv tariff bill in the House that will be 
beaten in the Senate. 

"The action would be demagognery pure 
and simple. It was done by the Demo- 
crats two sessions ago. Now I suppose 
they will claim that their present law is so 
good that we do not dare to make achange. 
The fact is, however, as I have stated, that 
the tariff will not come up because a 
change could not possibly be effected." 

While the Nicaragua Canal matter is of 
interest to the people of the Western and 
aiiddle States, Mr. Ixiud said that it was 
so only in a passing w.ay. It is nut there 
the burning question it is on the Pacific 
Coast, and be was sure it woidd never be- 
come a national issue. 

"I am confident, thoneh, that the next 
Conjrress will pass a Nicaragua Canal 
bill," said he. "This may not be the same 
as that passed by the Senate this year, but 
it will include its most important features, 
giving perhaps less advantage to the com- 
pany anri more to the Government." 

General Warner's statement that a Dem- 
ocratic silver candidate for President could 
not possibly be elected, but that a Repub- 
lican silver candidate might, Mr. Loud 
disputed. lie thought it would be just the 
other wav. 

"The Democrats have the South, no 
matter who they put up," said he. "With 
a pro-silver man they would have a good 
chance of a sweeping victory in the West 
and Middle States as well. The Republi- 
cans, on the other hand, have no solid 
mass of votes to count on. In every dis- 
trict the vote would he divided, and in 
consequence defeat would be likely to fol- 
low the division that the nomination of 
such a candidate would cause." 

"The movement of General Warner and 
his associates he looked upon as one, the 
success of which, while a piossibility, was 
ne>t a probability. Its success, he thought, 
would be fraught with great danger to the 
safety of the commonwealth. 

"It IS because the leaders of it are most 
of them Populists that I am afraid," he 
said. "They are calling for a bimetallic 
standard only to obtain political advan- 
tages. Most'of them believe in fiat money 
as tqe best currency. They anvoeate free 
silver because they foresee i.nssihle suc- 
cess in such a step and consider silver bet- 
ter than gold. 

"If the plans of General Warner and his 
friends are brought to a successful issue 
these men, with their Pojiulistic ideas, will 
be given the reins of government. Such a 
thing is to be avoided. I know that they 
claim the movement is not a PopnIistic 
one. But the fact remains that the active 
leaders are Populists. 

"One of the most dangeravs features of 
the movement," Mr. Loud continued, "is 
,7ospph r. Sihiey, the man who has been 
suggested as the silver candidate for Presi- 
dent. I say this because I know him and 
have found him to be one of the most fas- 
cinating men I ever met. 

"His very presence will carry more 
weight thaii a hundred strong arguments 
from a less favored man. He is not ex- 
actly handsome, but he talks easily and 
logically and with an evident sincerity 
that is very winning. .\t the same time 
his appearance, while full of dignity, car- 
ries an impression of true geniality that 
wins friends for him ,and keeps them. 

"Sibley is from Penn-ylvania, vou know," 
said Mr.'Loud. "What bis polities are, I 
can't snv, though. He was once a Repub- 
lican. But he was elected to Congress by 
the Democrats, and for a time was a Demo- 
crat with protective inclinations." 

Wh'-n a-k -d as to the probable strencth 
of a bimetallic party Mr. Loud became 
very thoughtful. He then said he thought 
there were hardly five men in the country 
who did not favor a double standarn. "The 
men who advocated the use of gold alone 
he was sure did so from a desire for per- 
sonal gain. 

"But." he said emphatically, "these bi- 
mct.illists are divided as to the possibility 
of .\merica reverting to the double standard 
alone, I think that this will be done. The 
peoj.le deniaed it, and I feel that prosper- 
ity will not be reached till silver is coined 
on a I'i to 1 basis. This, of course, is merely 
my opinion. 

".\s to the failure of General Warner's 
movement I have no doubt. A man who 
has but one idea is not bi-oad enough to be 
President,|and to elect a man whose sole 
plan is to bring about the free coinage of 
silver would be so dangerous that I think 
the American people would not be guilty 
of it. Besides, they will see the dangerof 
putting into power the Populists, who are 
urging the movement for, while all the 
Populists in Congress indorse it, the idea 
is not approved by any of the members 
belonging to the two old parties." 

A time of great prosperity for San Fran- 
cisco was predicted by Mr. Loud. He 
based his predictions upon the project of 
building the Valley road and upon the fact 
that the expeniiiture of nearlv $8,000,0(X) 
would be begun here this winter by the 
Federal Governments A battle-ship and 
three torpedo boats, together witn two 
revenue cutters, were to be built here, 
while the Postal Department would begin 
the btiildlng of their new postoffice in 
July.

Mrs. Ewing Tells Three" Hun- 
dred Ladies How It Is 
Done.

Mrs. Ewing finished her course of lec- 
tures r.n bcienlilic cooking last Friday 
morning, taking as her sulijcct ".Success in 
Cake-Making." The Call of yesterday 
gave that portion relating to "angel cake," 
hut as the lecture was deeply interesting, 
so far as cake-making in general goes the 
remainder of the talk of this disciple of 
scientific cookery is given. .She said : 

We will now take delicate cake, which Is :h,> 
foundation tor nut cake or any other cake of 

I liku nature. I take one and a half i - : - c! 

I "iited granulated suirar, tliie» oi siited i^n-ir, 
one of cold water, three teaspoons of baKing 
powder, one cup of butter and one-half cup of 
the w hites ot eggs. The butter has been stand- 
ing in the bcv! until It has softened, so 1 cr.'ani 
it. udiig the fork, and stir in gradually oii,j r ip 
ol the sugar. Next 1 put In the water, a liiiii 
at a time. I could use milk, but water mak-'S 
tl.e cak« nioris delicate. If you want a rich 
cake, however, you could use a third moreeirtj 
and butter, leaving, of course, the other pro- 
portions the same. 

But now 1 begin to stir In the flour, sifting a 
little at the time, and when 1 sift In the last 
cupful 1 put the baking powder In tbe sifter 
and let It be distributed with the flour. 1 gen- 
erally use one teaspoonful of powder to each 
cup ol flour. Now, If at this point your batter 
seems a little sU9, put In a spoonful of water. 

My assistant has been beating the whites 
and the other half cupof sugar, and now I turn 
this Into my mixture, stirring it well with the 
hand-beater. The batter la done and I spoon It 
into a pan uid treat It fotther, ki I did the 
angel cake, baking slowly and handling with 
care. 

Now, to save yon the tcdlousnejs of walling 
for the baking of different cakes I have here 
three cakes, with exactlv the same foundation. 
One Is a nut cake, one has a caramel coating 
and one Is iced. Fur the nut cake simply chop 
up £agllsh walnuM aud stir in your batter. 
W hen ^ting the cake, after it is baked, im- 
bed Into the Iciog or caramel coating half seo- 
tions of the nut meat as a garnish. 

For the caramel crust or coating put one cup 
of sugar and half a cup ot hot water into a 
saucepan and cook on til an amber hue. Then 
turn in another half cap of boiling water, cook 
about three minotcs, or until it candies, then 
add a piece of butter about the size of a hen's 
egg, stir gently while the mixture is cooking 
and until It grains or will pour nicely. Take 
your cake, which Is supposed to be out of the 
oven and cooled, and pour the caramel over it 
Roll your cake, or rather tip It this way and 
that in your hands, until the crust is smooth 
and even. 

Now to get this beautiful white froptlttg, 
wliicii is warraiiLcd not to discolor witi. aire 
or in aiiv way lj,-liave ii.self uiis-.-omly, take one 
cupof SXXX confecUoui-r's supar and one- 
fourth of a cup oi ivhite.s f>i eirir. A bowl is 
preferred to a tilatti r in tiic beating, as the 
heating does not nired to spread over so great a 
surface. At first the mixture looks thin and 
watery, but keep on until it thickens, and 
when "you let it drop from the fork and it piles 
up in the bowl then it it right lor pouring. 

1 here yon have the whole art of making 
di^icatc cake with its coatlug or frosting, of 
coursn you may tlavur it if you desire, and be 
careful to put the frosting on the cake just as I 
did the caramel. 'I':.'- 'r,is'-;---j -.vill keep a day 
orsoif you ke, i ,\irid with wet 

linen cloths.

Surface indications of oil, which experts 

say is the finest petroleum, have been dis- 
covered on the Aidon tract in Contra 
Co.ita County witliiu ten miles of Oakland, 
and James Minor, '.vho own;; till' acres of 
land in that tract, is tryintr to induce local 
capital to make a thorough investigation 
of the tield. 

The land on which the outcropiiiiu's 
have been found is situated on a little 
c reck northeast of Oakland. The soil is a 
suit loam and a well-defined ledge of 
jrreasy shale runs for half a mile along the 
hanks of the stream. 

Several years ago .Mr. Miiiornoticed that 
hoof-prints made liy liis domestic animals 
hllcd with a peculiar-looking liquid. Out 
of curiosity he collected a quantity of it 
and left it neglected in an open vessel till 
very recently. It thickened into a dark, 
waxy substance which looked like any- 
tliitifi but crude oil. .\s ngrionlture ceased 
to pay, however, he .submitted the stuff to 
exjicrls who pronounced it a superior 
article of petiolettm and experiments fol- 
lowed. 

Mr. Minor noticed that bits of the greasy 
shale when thrown into the stream stained 
the water as vrith oil. He found a spring in a 
sandstone formation of which the surfact; 
bore evidences of oil. A rod was thrust 
into the bottom repeatedly and each time 
the water boiled furiously. Duriiii; luie 
of these ebullitions a lighted match was 
held to the surface of the water and the 
escaping ps burst into a flame. 

A. A. Cunninghara has examined speci- 
mens of the shale. He pronounces it of 
e-xcelleut quality. The oil, he says, has a 
parafilne and not a bituminous basis, as is 
the case in tbe fields in tbe southern yart 
of the State, and he obtained from the 

specimens submitted a fine sample of par- 

alHne wax. 

WillUmJ. Reeves of Chicago, who is 

one of the eminent Eastern experts on 
coal oil thinks the field looks promising 
ciiuugh to justify the most careful and 
thorough investigation. He says that 
wells should be sunk in a dozen different 
places at once to find if possible the great 
reservoir of oil which is doubtless feeding 
tbe shale. 

A. L. McPherson of Oakland, who 
helped onen up the fields In the southern 
part of the State, thinks that borings are 
certain to tap oil, which can be piped to 
Oakland for not more than 2oents a bwrtel.

Several years ago Brittain assigned $20,- 
(«X) worth of Bank of California stock to 
Arthur \V. Bowman, whu was at that time 
a director in the Oakland Bank of Savings. 
J le gave the stock as security for a loan 
l:\<m the Oakland corporation, and shortly 
a f ter went into insolvency. 

Brittain made a demand on the bank for 
the stock, but the corporation bad in the 
meantime sold it, and denied Brittain's 
ri;jht to its return. 

The plaintiff then assigned his claim tn 
Trank AUyne, who brought suit and at- 
temiited to liave the case tried In the 
t nited States Circuit Court, claiming that 
justice could not be obtained in Oakland, 
as it was a corporation town. 

That tribunal, however, decided that the 
ca.se proi)erlv belonged to the Superior 
Coi:rt of Afameda County, and setit it 
back for trial. The case has been drag- 
gin.i; aKing for years past on one pretext or 
anutlior, and it was only within the past 
ii.onth that the takingof tratimony was 
actually begun.

James E. Mills Tallcs on the 
Subject of "Christian 
Economics." 



Practical Meaning to Society of the 
Gospel of the Man of 
Judea. 



Evidently James E. Mills, the single-tax 
advocate, had in mind the parable of 
Christ on the ''Talents."' and the fate of 
tlie man who "buried his talent in the 
earth'' when he addressed the thoughtful 
audience which filled Justice hall in the 
Pythian build!n<r. on Market street, last 
evening. Mr. Mills believes that there is 
a great deal more involved in the Christian 
religion besides mere ethics, and he enter- 
tains some very practical views of the 
teachings of Jesus Christ as to sociological 
questions. The subject of Mr. Hills was 
"Christian Economics." and he said in 
substance : 

home one has said that Christ preserved a 
perfect slU-nce on the subject of economics, but, 
the fact is, the teachings of Christ are so silent 
only til those who cannot hear. 

The struggle tor freedom has been formulated 
ill R ihi iisand different ways. Once It was 
■ Fnid.im ft Conscience," then it was ".No 
Ta.Natiiin Without Kepresentatlon"; a^ain it 
was, "Freedom of Speech," and so on to the end 
of the list of human strn^ttles for ftreater llt>- 
erty, but all pointing, when analyzed, to the 
solemn truth that aU men stand equal before 
Qod. 

£very step in the development of freedom 
has been taken along this line. Herbert Spen- 
cer defined the land of equal freedom to be 
that every man shall beat liberty to do what 
he will so tiuis H« he infringed not on the right 
of any otln r. Imt he did col go iar enough. 

His deliiiitii>n is iiut the outward expression 
of what is more fundamental, namely, that all 
men are (-'[uBl before ciod. The CODSOlence of 
the whole world is becoming aroused on this 
snlijec: ef ti 'U.i.niics, and there can be no rest 
or quiet until tlie truth of it Is recognized and 
redured to practice. 

ll.iwevtr «e ir.ny differ as to spiritual truth 
and ductririe. there are ceriaiii vital priiiciples 
about wliich tiiiT-.' is nti diilv-nntr. These are 
the declarations of e<iiial freudDm embcKiied in 
the coinmandmenis, of "Love to tiod and thy 
neighbor." These are the central laws ol 
human existence. It la a declaration not only 
that every man should loveOod, but also that 
God loves hiiu. 

This law ol equal freedom and equal rights 
also necessarily involves equal duties. It 
teaches that thf law of service is the law of 
human life, whit-h in j-lain words is that every 
man shall du his share of the Wfjrld's wcrk. 
This cxcludfs ifilfiu'ss. But it also means tliat 
ever> luai! -hall Jidvc hi.s share of the jtrnduct 
ol the wt.prii'.'s wurk. .^ervice for service is the 
law of equal freedom, the law of normal 
human life, and only service entitles any man 
to share iu the benefits of the world's worK. 

The idea that religion is a mere matter of be- 
liet is passing away, and in its stead is growing 
up the idea that it consists in living in obedi- 
ence to the dictates of an enlightened con- 
seienef. So also there must be a public con- 
si ii ncr, and it is a hopeful sign of onr times 
that there is beginning to be a public con- 
science. 

We all know very well that all men have not 
their eqnal share in the product of the world's 
work, have not an equal opportanity of access 
to the earth, where alone they can perform 
their share of the work. The fact is every- 
where recognized that many of the workers 
fare worse now than many of the slaves did In 
the days nf chattel slavery. This shows the 
be>!iniiing of a public eousdenoe on the sub- 
ject of economics. 

The law of equal freedom is iDOODSlstent with 
all forms ot privilege. The Idea that any man 
can exclude his fellows from equal access with 
him to natural opportanltias to supply his 
wants isatwarwftli Christianity and is pre- 
posterous. 

Natural opntirtunltif^s are alt comprised In 
the tcr.'u laiiij. ( hri-iiiuiity therefore di iuands 
that every one shall have his equal share of 
<iod'- earth. 'I'here i- no escape troin this eon- 
di'sion. This equaiity of opportunity the sin- 
gle lax will provide, because it will elTectually 
distrihute to the community the rent, which 
Is the econoiiiic value of the land In use, and 
leaving to the worlicr the full product o£ his 
labor above the rent. 

Mr. Mills devoted a half hour after the 
address to answering fitiostions from the 
audience to show that tlie jiresent system 
of taxation operated as a burden upon aud 
checlt to industry and is all in favor of the 
land-owner.

A TIMELY BENEriT. 

The rain of Friday and Saturday was re- 
markable not only for the fact that it cov- 
ered the State from end to' end, but 
because it was just in sufficient quantity 
and came at a time when it could do the 
most good in all possible ways. Hay- 
cutting had begun in only a few advanced 
sections, and such hay as had been cut 
suffei^d no damage. All cereal crops were 
immensely benefited, and the orchards 
and vineyards were greatly improved. The 
Calls reports from all part? nf the State 
indicate that the crops of all kinils this 
year will be heavy, and that the rain has 
added millions of dollars to the wealth of 
the State. 

Two very important connderations are 

suggested by this condition. 

One is that the people are now enabled 
and encouraged to push thjS development 

of the State with all possible vigor. No 
conceivable danger, such as tornadoes, 
cyclones and the like, which are always a 
menace to farmers cast of the Sierra Ne- 
vada, can be expected in California, and 
the market conditions of the world indi- 
cate that profitable prices will be received 
for all our products, including even. wheat. 
The profits of wine-making and orange- 
growing have been assured and demon- 
strated by the organization of those en- 
gaged in these industries. The raisin- 
growers lukve made a similar organization 
with a like prospect of generous returns, 
and now the growers of deciduous fruits 
are preparing to follow the rule which has 
proved so beneficial in aHied industries. 

In short, by reason of all these circum- 
stances, not counting others, the financial 
outlook for California this year is un- 
usually brifrlit. This brings us to the sec- 
ond consideration — namely, that there is 
now every good reason why the spirit of 
progress which is stirring the people 
should be advanced with all the energy 
that intelligence and prosperity can com- 
mand. p;vcrything lately has been hap- 
pening in just the right way in California. 
It seems almost providential that the 
splendid rain should have come to fill the 
measure into which alreaay had been 
poured the inauguration of the San Fran- 
cisco and San Joaquin Valley Railroad, 
the wonderful festivals in various parts of 
the State and the cementing of State fel- 
lowship through the efforts of the Half- 
million Club of San Kranri=co. Tho'^e 
parts of the San .loaquin Valley which 
were feeling uncertain on the score of their 
crop returns are now assured of an abund- 
ance and are encouraged to come forward 
generously in aid of ti.e Valley road. 

Never in the history of the State have so 
many cheering conditions existed at one 
time. All that remains now to be done is 
the utilization of the resources and oppor- 
tunities which are at hand. The extent to 
which this is done will he the measure of 
otir intelligence in th.^ir use and of our 
pride in the State. Crntralization of ef- 
fort must be the iiu .iii-; tiy which these 
LTiat ends are to Ijc ai'iiieved, and a.s the 
Valley road is the most prominent under- 
taking now before the people it should re- 
ceive the first support.

A DANGEEOTJS EEPOKT. 

From a scientilir point of view there is 
nothing very surprising or extraordinary 
in the report nf the British royal commis- 
sion appointed to examine into the effects 
of opium-eating in India. The couimis- 
sion reports that "the temperate use 
of opium in India should be viewed in the 
same light as the temperate use of alcohol 
in England," and that "opium is harmful, 
harmless or beneficial, according to the 
raeasnre and direction with which it is 
used." Although we are assured by the 
London telegram bringing this information 
that the report "will much astonish many 
people, especially in America," there is 
nothing about it that is astonishing to a 
well-informed person. 

The report means to say merely that the 
moderate use of opium in a country where 
this is the national nerve-stimnlant, is no 
more harmful to its users than the moder- 
ate use of alcohol to the people of alcohol- 
using countries. 

On its face this seems a rational and 
scientific view, but when we reflect on the 
history of India and China, the two great 
opium-eaters of the world, we are not con- 
vinced that opium is less harmful to a 
people as a whole than alcohol. Nor can 
we keep out of mind the fact that while 
there is much in the dreamy rihilosophy 
of opium-eating countries that is profound 
and beautiful, theaggressivc, rai>idly evolv- 
ing and world-making countries are those 
in which alcohol is the national dissipa- 
tion. 

But aside from these considerations the 
report carries an element of danger, in 
tl^at' it might be accepted by the individ- 
uals of an alcohol-using country as a 
dictum that they may use opium in mod- 
eration with as much safety as alcohol. 
We know from the very direct testimony 
which San Kniririsco can furnish that this 
cannot be done with any safety whatever. 
We know that whileaCiii:;ese may indulge 
all through his life in a moderate use of the 
opium-pipe without apparent great harm 
to himself, the Americans who adopt the 
practice invariably become wretched slaves 
to the vice, sink lower and lower, lose 
every shred of stren)(th, health and self- 
respect, become beggars, vagabonds and 
thieves, and finally suffer an early death of 
the most degraded and miserable kind. 

For a similar reason — lack of inherited 
adaptability — alcoliol has been the prime 
agency in the nearly complete extermina- 
tion of the North American Indians. 

The royal commission of England seems 
not to have taken a sitfflciently broad and 
profound view of the case, and appears to 
have been derelict in warning alcohol- 
users of the terrible dangers which we have 
indicated. 



ABE WABS HE0E88ABT? 



Nothing is nil 're obvious than that man 
is a lighting animal and that war has been 
a very important factor in his evolution. 
Those features of history which the ordi- 
nary reader most keenly enjoys are the de- 
scriptions of great battles, and the heroes 
whom our admiration has made most con- 
spicuous have i>een great soldiers. Let 
there be tlM f^test suggestion of a war 
and the newspapers of all Christendom 
blaze with flamboyant headlines and nerv- 
ous discussions concerning it. 

Until the war between China and Japan 
occurred there had been no great armed 
conflict between powerful nations since 
that which involved Germany and France. 
The reader of Flaubert's wonderful ro- 
mance, "Salainbo," may get from it an 
intelligent idea of the boundless ferocity 
which characterized warfare in the days of 
ancient Carthage. Then Uamilcar, the 
father of Hannibal, was the hero of the 
world, and later his son, who was then a 
child, was to foreshadow the matehless 
brilliancy of Napoleon. Since those days 
warfare has become what we are pleased to 
term "civilized" — that is, the ancient 
methods of torture and butchery have been 
softened into as great respectability as it is 
po-sible for the killing of men to possess. 

There always have been wars; and in 
spile of the fact that the nobler minds of 
all the world are faithfully trying to erect 
a standard by which national differences 
may be adjusted without a resort to arms, 
there probably always will be wars. Just 
now there is a heavy vibration throughout 
all civilization, and ft it does not indicate 
that at any moment a great war may be 
sprung, we have read history in vain. 
Just as lions are made ferocious by the 
smell of blood, just so the world is ex- 
cited over tlie struggle in the Orient. To 
be prepared for war means more than a 
willingness to tight — it means a desire that 
requires gratification; and all the u'reat 
powers in late years have been arming 
iliemseives to tlie teeth. There seems to 
be no )'!v~ent danger of a war between the 
I'l'ited Slates and Great Britain over the 
Nicaragua affair, or between Russia and 
England over the treaty in the Orient; but 
human beings are fighting animals, and 
causes for war even graver than the slight 
dispute over Korea, which drove Chiua 
and Japan to war, may arise at any mo- 
ment. 

There are wise philosophers who argue 
that not only is tiie fighting instinct in 
men too strong to be repressed in a single 
generation or even many generations of 

the highi'-;t <■ ini epti(ms of the value of 
peaee, I'lit t',at a war I'lirifies a nation, 
consolidates its jwople and develops patri- 
otism into its highest form. The argu- 
ments used in support of this assumption 
are very strong. One of them is that un- 
less war occurs to give concerted exercise 
to the destructive bent the tendency will 
find expression among the people in the 
form of private murders and ether per- 
sonal crimes and outrages, in a lowering 
of the ethical standards upon which all 
business and all material pr'v're-s should 
be based, in the ilegradation "! social mor- 
ality and ill jiolitical corriipliun. In other 
words if at any time we see a wide preva- 
lence of all these conditions at once we 
may regard them as evidences that patri- 
otism is falling into decay, and may be 
sure that a war is both needful and de- 
sired.

A METB OPOLITA ir DTJTY. 

In an able editorial referring to a recent 
statement in the Examiner that "the City 
depends on the upbuilding of the coun- 
try"— a statement which it declares to be a 
sign of a change of heart in metropolitan 
journalism— the Willows Journal says: 

"The Call, tinder its new management, 
was the first to announce that it would do 
all in its power for the country's interest 
by publishing descriptive articles of all 
parts of our State. Had the press of San 
Francisco a'iopteci this course years ago we 
would have double the population in the 
great valleys of tlie San Joaquin and Sacra- 
mento." 

After pointing out that the press of Los 
Angeles by writing np the resources of 
Southern California has drawn immigra- 
tion to that section, while the country 

north of Tehachapi has been neglected 
because it was not properly advertised, the 
Juurnnl concludes by saying:

It is the duty of a 
metropolis to build np the country back of 
it, and the journals of the metropolis must 
be largely instrumental in tb« work.

It Is not often that such a favorable oppor- 
tunity occurs for comparing their luster, color 
and rates of speed round the heavens, and the 
unusual object lesson wiU be of Interest to 
every Intelligent person gifted with fairly good 
sight. The upper section of the first diagram 
explains their relative positions at the begin- 
ning of the coming month, No. 1 being Venus, 




No. 2 Jupiter and the smallest Mars, which can 
be easily known by its reddish tint. Venus 
rapidly gains on the other planets, and having 
overtaken Jupiter the two are what Is techni- 
cally called in conjunction on May 18. The 
lower section of the first diagram represents 
the positions at the end of May, when Mercury 
will have joined the group on the west side, 
thus forming a line of four planets within a 
few degrees of each other. 

It will soon become evident that the swiftest 
on The celestial racetrack is Mercury, in ancient 
lore the flying messenger of the gods. Next in 
speed Is Venus, and next the god of war. while 
.iiiliiter advances only a lew degrees during 
the month. 

As they win continue to ontspeed each other 
for many weeks yet, it will be of Interest to re- 
chII some oi ilie chief oharacterisUcs of the 
starry wanderers. • 

Notwithstanding iU vastdiswnce, Jupiter, 
being eleven times the diameter of the earth, 
is an interestiniT object, even in a small tele- 
sei.[,e, Bs its belts and four of its monns are dis- 
tinctly visible. Many eminent physicists arc 
of opinion that it is an intensely heated body, 
and though shining chiefly by sunlight, also 
sends forth some faint gleams of Its own. Tlie 
silvery gleam of Venns Is deceptive. It is a 
(lark nlobe of the same size as the earth, and 
j.ri'bably has an atmosphere of considerable 
depth glowing intensely in sunlight. On this 
account telescopic observation of Its surface 
reveals little, though Pone of the planets come 
so near to us as Venus, 

Mercury, still nearer to the sunlight and of 
smaller size, is also veiled in nearly Impene- 
trable luster. Far different is the case of Mars, 
with Its snowy poles and varied surface, only 
needing hsnnnny of opinion among astrono- 
mers to render its topogriipliy a subject of 
widespread study; for while some enthu>^instic 
observers see evidence of intelligent work In its 
strange lines, others withhold assent until the 
evidence of intelligence becomes more intelli- 
gible. 

So far no astronomer maintains that Mars is 
uninhabitable, and this shou.d l/e rem. inhered

Canneries Company, was speaking yesterday at 
the Baldwin about the prospects of the frult- 
canning Industry for the coming season : "The 
outlook Is very Kood for a third larger output 
this year than last," he said. "The prices have 
gone down so low that consumers are purchas- 
Ingmoie of the better class of goods whirls put 
up In California. Host of the Inferior articles 
come from the East. One thing arainst their 
goods is lhat they do.not use ns ranch syrup as 
we di>. Then another cause for a greater out- 
put this . year is the fact that during the hard 
times jobbers and retailers have let their stocks 
run low and must fill up again at the begin- 
ning of the season. Then the canncrs in this 
City alone will save $250,000 in tin used In 
making cans through the reduction in the 
tariff. Last year there was shipped out of this 
State ?3,.')00.00<) worth of canned goods. This 
year, I thinli, we shall send $4,.'500,000 worth. 

"The building of this new road Is going to do 
agreat deal for the canning industry in the 
San Joaquin Valley by reducing the rates on 
supplies shipind from here, and enabling the 
cannersto get their stock for potting up to 
their factories more cheaply. That Is why 
Slock ton isbeingspolcenotnowsomuch as the 
place for a big eannery. Fresno, too, will be a 
good point as soon as they get more railroad 
facilities to move their material in and out 
cheaply. 

"The factories in Ban Francisco will start np 
now in a few days. We begin on asparagus and 
follow with cherries. There trlU be employed 
in this city in this industry over 6000 people, 
mostly women and girls. In faet, in summer 
we take all the women we can get."

The 
intersecting lines shnw the aj. parent position 
ol the sun when crossing below the equinoctial 
line September 21, on which date day and night 
are equal throughout the world. 

Spica, No. 1 In the diagram, is the only star of 
first magnitude that belongs to the consteiU- 
tlon, as .Saturn Is only a temporary sojourner. 
The planet Saturn, No. 2 In the diagram, is a 
magnificent telescopic object, with broad, 
bright rings now known by the reejnt spectro- 
scopic di^ienverics of Professor Keeler to he 
composed of u nost of small revolving moons. 

Probably Ihe greater number are mere parti- 
cles rock size or less many miles apart, but 
shining by snnllght and each whirling inde- 
pendently in its own time round the planet. 
Besides this ring-shaped host eight moons of

in size to the planet Mercury. 

Though not fully as large as Jupiter, Saturn 
Is nearly double the distance, and with slow 
and stately paee moves roond the snn in 
twenty-nine and a half years. 

While we can at present see the true east- 
ward motion of the four tirsi-named planets 
Saturn at this time seems to retrograde or 
move westward, as the earth is in reality out- 
speeding It in aa eastward direction. 

It will be many years before all the primary 
planets, our earth included, are again found 
within an arc of 150 degrees of the celestial 
thoronghlkre— the ecliptic. Though Invisible 
to the naked eye, Neptune and Uranus are also 
in the evening sky at the onposite limits of 
the arc. 

Many think that this mass-meeting of worlds 
must have some effect on the son, the earth or 
Its atmosphere. Theoretically it has-, but the 
effects may be regarded aa Imperceptible. No 
doubt, the vaporous sun, 1000 times the mass 
of all the planets combined, may have a few 
gentle ripples In addition to its usual state of 
tumultuous agitation ; no doubt the planets 
sway slightly in their onward course, perhaps 
the ocean may add a deml-semi-quaver to Its 
tidal song and the heaving atmosphere give an 
extra throb In recognition of planetary In- 
fluence, but, as before stated, such -.'Sects are 
allbutiiaperceptlble.

Tbe first trip of the Olympia has been 

unfortunate in many respects, and not- 
withstandint' the part she took in the great 
floral festival? held in the jiorts she visited 
her cruise has not been alonj; a path of 
roses. At Santa Barbara a gun captain 
named Johnson was instantly killed dur- 
ing the discharge of a 5-inch riHe. 

He was standing at the breech of the gun 
sighting tbe piece, and upon pres.sing the 
electric lanyard at the command to fire, 
the great gun sprang bodily from its car- 
riage, falling several feet intioard, tearing 
up the deck planking and crushing the un- 
fortunate seaman In a frightful manner. 

Upon examination it v, ai learned that 
the glycerine cylinder under the piece, 
which catches and gradualiy breaks the 
recoil, was empty. This let the gun come 
back suddenly at the discharge, snapiring 
the two-inch BtMl piston and dismoontiiig 
the piece. 

The men of the cruiser have complained 
bitterly of the action of the commanding 
ofticer'in refusing to permit the different 
messes to purchase on shore ]irovisions 
not served out from the ship's stores. This 
is a privilege usually accorded to tbe crews, 
and for some mysterious reason orders 
have been recentlv issued hy th^ Navy 
Department at \Vafhiiit£tcn which force 
the men to confine themselves to the pay- 
master's diet 

Lieutenant-Commander E. W. Sturdy 
said yesterday : 

1 have never refused to permit the men to 
purchase their mess supplies on shore. I only 
iiinited the quantity, because, going in ana 
out o( port every day as we have been doing 
sad with the ship crowded with visitors, we 
could not |>ermlt 400 men to fill the vessel with 
a great mass of shore-purchased provisions, as 
they wished to do. and ibis in the face of tbe 
recent orders from the department. But don't 
take my word; take tbe chief petty officers and 
Inveptigste this Istest navsl horror. 

A visit to the nie.s.'i tahle.s revealed the 
fact that Jack of the Olympia does not 
I revel in epicurean luxories, and tbe pota- 
] toes, the absence of which has causea the 
alk'jred famine, are painfully lacking. 

Tlie recent disjiatches. vvliich slated that 
the men were "jumping" tbe ship like rats, 
and about seventy-five had run away, are 
greatly exaggerated, as only twelve of the 
crew have deserted.

Chinatown was in a flutter of excitement 
all of yesterday ana the polire l;:>.d con- 
siderable trouble in controlling the mobs 
that congregated on the corners of Wash- 
ington and Jackson streets on Dupont. 
They apread across the thoroughfares and 
at times tbe cable cars were stopped until 
• way bad been cleared. The cause of the 
commotion was a notice posted on the tele- 
phone pole at each comer named. Ser- 
geant Christiansen ordered the placards 
torn down, and it was only then that tbe 
rruwd.s could be dispersed. 

The notice was about eight inches long 
and four inches wide. It was a denuncia- 
tion of the Chinese police squad main 
tained b^' the Six Companies, and a free 
translation of it made by a Chinaman be- 
fore it was torn down is as follows: 
TAKS UOTTCK. 

The white devils sent into Chinatown by 
Cbiei Crowley liav" Inlcly been held in check. 
They do no more hIackmuiliiiK. >Ve sre only 
relieved from nm' clsbh ttt hloodMickers lobe 
afflicted w liii auotiier. Theraptaiii rikI ciRlit 
men appoinled by tile .Six Ci/ini>an>< to keep 
order are now woVse than ever the white devils 
were. They are blarkmsUinsr the women, the 
opium sellers and the lotterj frames. None of 
us are safe from them an-i it i** time they were 
done away with. We had to put up with the 
white devils, but we won't put up with the m.\ 
Companies' devils. 

Just who was the author of the above it 
is hard to ascertain, but the general im- 
pression is that the highbinders are at the 
tx>ttom of it. If any blackmailing of lot- 
tery dens or opium joints was done it is 
they who would suffer. They are also the 
last people in Chinatown who will sit down 
and submit to I'aying tri'oute unless they 
are certain there is no loophole of escape. 
If they think they have a grievance trouble 
will ensue and Chinatown maj' be the seat 
of another highbinder war. 

Some time ago the t'hinesc Six (Com- 
panies organized a police force of its own. 
It is composed of nine men— a captain, 
sergeant and seven patrolmen. These were 
selected for their fighting qualities and 
trustwhcrthincs.s. They had to be brave 
meu .'■o as to face tbe highbinders without 
fear when it came to a stand-np fight, and 
they had to be trustworthy sO as to com. 
mand the respect of the Chinese com- 
munity. It is this little force that the cir. 
culars pasted on the telegraph poles ac. 
cuse of blackmail. 

"I don't know who was the author of 
the notice." s.Tid King Owyane at (be 
Oiincse consulate ye.'-terduy. "It was 
some Kcnrrilous denunciation, 1 suppose, 
and as the jiolice tore it down no attention 
will be pum to it. If the men appointed 
hy the i-'ix Companies to act aa poUcamen 
have been blackmailing any msetredon't 
know any thing al)out it." 

The secretary of tbe Six Companies 
when seen abont tlie matter appeared 
densely ignorant in regard to the notice. 
He did not even know that bis employers 
had a special police force in their jiay. 
Just the same, quite a crowd of Chinese 
merchants gathered at the companies' 
headquarters on Sacramento street and dis- 
cussed the situation for several hours yes- 
leiduy afternoon.

Mr. Taylor has been in consultation with 
ex-Justice McKinstry for some time in re- 
gard to the matter, and has been consider- 
ably encouraged by tbe disposition of the 
eminent jurist not to take an entirely 
hi'i'eless view of the situation. 

ile has been di.sposed to believe that 
the SuiTeme Court would look upon the 
claims of contractors for furnishing sup- 
plies for the support mid malnlenunce of 
the institutions of the City and County as 
outside of the constitutional inhibition 
against incurring an indebtedness beyond 
the current revenue of the y^ar to n.eet. 

The indehlediies.s referred to in tiie con- 
stitution is such as is within the discretion 
of the board to incur or not to incur, and 
Judge McKinstry believes the supplies for 
the maintenance of these institutions are 
not within the discretion of the board to 
incur or not to incur. The institutions are 
established and many of them filled with 
t he wards of the city and to maintain them 
is mandatory. 

How to get a decision from the Supreme 
Court in the matter and so settle it beyoud 
peradventure is the next thing, and' this 
plan has been suggested and the first steos 
in it will be taken to-day. The first will 
be the passage of a resolution by tbe Board 
of Supervisors at its meetingthis afternoon 
declaring it to be their intention to fix the 
rate of taxation at a figure such as will net 
a revenue snfiicient to pay contractors for 
goods supplied now and with the money, 
which will belong to the next fiscal year, of 
course, to pay them, although they were 
contracted in this hscal year. 

This is tbe thing that is said to be un- 
lawful to do, and it is in the programme 
that some one will immediately go into 
the Supreme Court after a mandamus to 
prevent ihi'in taking this obligation. It is 
thought thill by this means the matter 
can be got [iroperly before the court. 

The object of tlie visit of the Mayor and 
Judge .McKinstry to the home of Chief 
Justice Beatty yesterday was to confer 
with him as to the possibilities of secur- 
ing an immediate hearing for the case if it 
was presented, and Justice Beatty assured 
them that he realized the extreme exi- 
gency, and would do what he could to ad- 
vance it. He thought there would be no 
hindrance to an immediate hearing and 
prompt judgment upon the case. 

Speakina about tbe matter last evening 
ex-Jnstice McKinstry said : 

I do not think the judgment in the Mendo- 
cino County case handed down by the Supreme 
Court yesterday, which is claimed by tome to 
cover the qnestlon to be raited here, does so by 
some very material points. That was the claim 
of a contractor for building a courthouse, the 
fund for which was Insufficient, and the de- 
mand was made upon the funds of the suc- 
eeedlng year, as I understand it. The condi- 
tions here appear to me entirely rUfferent. 'The 
re', eniiL- of the City is scKreifaterl into a great 
nuii'btr of funds fur difl'eieiit imrpo.ve.'j, all of 
wtiich are intact and are suftioieiit inr their 
purpo.sep. Bnt there is a general fund, very 
many of the demands upnn which are nut 
under the control of the SuperviporK. The Sii- 

Ficrvifors cannot anticipate the ilemands. For 
nslance, they know how uitiny ptttinnts are iu 
the liospiials in a general vre.y, imd how many 
prisoners are in the jails and so on, and they 
make provision in the tax levy in the same 
general way for their care. But an exiirency 
may arise — has arisen. 

The expenses of the ltt.it election far exceeded 
what there was reason to believe tbey would 
and the eourts liuve i-ustained the claims. In 
many other wavs, as I undorstand It, money 
has been taken iroDi thi» general (and by de- 

Cartmentsof the Bovernment which could not 
e prevented by the Supervisors, just as thousb 
an epidemic had trebled the e-xpensei of the 
County Hospital.

Soma Idea of the danger which menaoes 
the city hy the refusal of the contractors 
to supply fuel and fodder for the fire de- 
partment was gathered yesterday from 
Acting Chief Dougherty and Secretary 
Maxwell. 

Secretary Oeorge Maxwell sent out to. 
the foremen of the various engine and 
truck' companies to learn exactly how 
iniicii fieidi r fi.r tlie hori-cs, coal for the 
healers and engines and coal oil for the 
lamps was on hand. The replies he re- 
ceived were startling. In the Mission 
district there are ssren engine companies 
and one track. This is the most fortunate 
distriet ef tiM.Iot, for there is fbdde 
enonghtolast for seven days byleedin' 



the horses half rations. The supply of coal 
will last about four hoars in aiwb a big fin 
should have to be fought. Cheie is no oo^ 

oil on band. 

In tbe downtown district, east of Sixth 
and Polk streets, the firemen will be 
"stranded" by G o'clock this evening. In 
this district "there are ten fire engines, 
three chemical engines, three trucks and 
one hose company. Mor* than one-half of 
these will be ont M food for the horses by 
tu-iiieht, and tbe other half will be out by 
to-morrow^ evening. There is no coal or 
coal oil on hand. 

There are nine fire engines in the West- 
ern Addition, four trucks and two chemi- 
cal engines likewise out of fodder, coal and 
oil. 

"While all this is bad enough," re- 
marked Secretary Maxwell, "there is still 
another danger that threatens to cripple 
tbe Fire Department. On account of the 
lack of funds tbe Corporation Yard will 
have to be closed, likewise the carpenter- 
shop on Ellis near Buchanan and Engine 
Company 27 will go out of service. In the 
Corporation Yard only three men 
hold statutory positions, tbe i^u- 
perntendent and the Assistant bu- 
perintendent of engines and the 
machinist. There are ten machinists and 
blacksmiths whose pay is not provided for 
by the statutes and they are paid hy the 
diiv. It is tbe same in tbe carpeiilersliop 
wliere six men are employed. The Fire 
liepartment never responds to an alarm 
but what some engine or truck is broken 
or damaged. Tlie machinists and car- 
penters are kept busy retiairing engines 
and enjiine-houses all of the time. We 
cannot keep these men and so we will 
close I'Oth I'laces within a day or two. 

Assistant Chief Kngincer Dougherty, at 
present the executive officer of tbe depart- 
ment, had a very long face yesterday. "It 
would not be so" bad if ft was not for the 
horses," he remarked. "We have 200 
horses in the department, and of these 175 
are in active service. Tbey will have to be 
fed, and yet we have not feed enough to 
last more than twenty-four hours. The 
greatest economy is being observed in deal- 
ing out their rations. It is the lack of 
ho.'se-feed that is worrying me. 

"While we are almost out of coal, and 
have not enough to last over a four-hum '^ 
run at a big fire, I'll get coal enough for all 
emergencies. If I run out of coal I will 
smash in tbe gate of tbe first coal yard I 
can find and take all that is needed, and 
let tbe City stand the damage. I can't 
break into a hay and feed store and get 
feed for our horses without the risk of being 
shot or arrested."

DetectlvM at Work on the Story. 
Rev. Mr. Case on "Conlan's 
Inault to Dr. Gibson." 



A story comes from Oakland which if 
tme'will make even darker the threaten- 
ing cloud which now hangs over the head 
of Theodore Durrant. 

On Saturday a prominent Oakland offi- 
cial sent a communication to Chief Crow- 
ley which has kept the detectives hunting 
among the medical men of this city ever 
since. It stated that a leadins Oakland 
physician had been recently told by a San 
Francisco colleague that he (tbe San Fran- 
ciscan) had live months ago been called to 
attend a 15-yoar-oM girl who had suffered 
at tbe bands of Durrant in tbe tower of 
the Smmanoel Baptist Church. It was 
also stated that the San Francisco doctor 
was deterred by professional otnics from 
CI niniunicaiing the fact to the police and 
from revealing the name of the young girl 
whom he attended. 

Chief of Police Crowley .when questtoned 
last night as to the truth of the story en- 
deavored to evade a direct reply. lie said, 
"1 know^ nothing about it. We have not 
found any such physician, and if I had 
such information I surely would not give 
it out for imblication.'' 

Rev. W. W. Case of the Howard-street 
Methodist I'^piscopal Church ^poke for a 
few minutes last eveninj; on Judge Con- 
lan's insult to tbe Kev. I)r. Gibson, and 
his church was crowded tSi'ith people who 
desired to learn his views on that subject. 
In bis opening prayer the pastor besought 
that tbe Lord would give wisdom to those 
.set as "magistrates in our criminal courts" 
and vouchsafe to them "clean hands and 
pure hearts, lifted above prejudice and 
corruption." 

Having thus prepared the way, the 
divine proceeded to play the justice with 
keenest irony. He referred to the Meth- 
odist church precedent that no ill should 
be spoken of ministers and magistrates, 
and disclaimed any pleasure in criticizing 
"kindly but fearlessly" one of the men on 
tbe San Francisco l)eucb. He pronounced 
Judge Conlau's action in questioning Dr. 
Gibson as a grave departure from the cus- 
tom, practice and propriety of the bench. 
He said: 

There are different methods of committing 
murder. The men Who slew those lovely glrU 
could not destroy their sonla nor Dught 
them during a long life. Tbe man or woman 
wbose reputation is murdered is murdered in- 
deed. To a minister more than to any other 
Individual reputation is life, and when any 
minister who has been drawn Into any horrible 
CBse.as has the pastor of the Emmanuel Baptist 
( hureh, he should have tbe sympathy of tbe 
praple and the protection of the court. Mr. 
Oibsen has not had the protection of the court, 
Init he has had the sympathy of the people, and 
1 tielleve the people of Northern California 
have never been so stirred up as tbey have by 
the unrighteous treatment Sr. Qibson received 
»t the hands of the court during hla examina- 
tion as a witness. 

Tbe preacher said he met Dr. Oibson for 

first time tbe day before Miss Williams 
was murdered, ife made no plea for him 
because be was a niini.'-ter, but tbe conduct 
of this case had led people to believe that 
the conrt believed that Oibson had been in 
some way implicated in the crime, or was 
giving lying testimouv. Personally he 
doubted whether any other preacher iu San 
Francisco in similar circumstances could 
have borne so well for his own honor such 
an examination. He did not blame tbe 
lawyers, for when in the fight they are ex- 
pected to do ungentlemanly things. But 
it was an unheard of thing that a judge 
who sits to try a case should badger a wit- 
ness. He had talked with lawyers and lay- 
men and all agreed that none of the testi- 
mony fended to cast suspicion on Mr. inh- 
son. They agreed, too, that Conlan had 
insulted Oibson. 

Mr. Case spoke of the Sunday-school 
library and professed that the lock on that 
in his own church might have been 
changed every two weeks of the eight years 
of his pastorate and ha bo oone uie wiser. 
He did not think thieves would steal Sun- 
dav-school books. 

the preacher then read from the short- 
hand report of Conlan's questions and 
Gibson's answers. He asked why a "min- 
ister of the gus(iel should be so badgered," 
and accused his Honor of "pandering to 
the hoodlum element. ' 

"Let him beware," he cried. "The hood- 
lum element in 6an Francisco has had its 
day and honest men and women are now 
going to look after tbe election of ofllcers." 

Mr. Case thought Gibson wise to have a 
witness when he went to view the Wil- 
liuns body and said he womld have waited 
to secure one if it took half an hour. 

Of the guilt or innocence of those under 
arrest the preacher had nothing to say. 
He declared {or a fair, honest trial, and 
wanted simply the reputation ijt "San 
Francisco's good people" respeetad by 
those in high position.

FATHER KIRBY'S SERMON, 



The New Pastor of St. Agnes 
Preaches on the Good 
Shepherd. 



A OBOwnro cohobeoation. 



Favorable Conditions Under Which 
the New Pariah Starts 
Out. 



Rev. Father Eirby is now folly installed 
as pastor of thb new St. Agnes Chnrch, 
which is located on Masonic avenue, near 
the park panhandle. 

The new church, in •which mass will be 
celebrated daily at 7:30 o'clock a.m. and 
twice on Sunday, is for the accommoda- 
tion of residents to tlie south about (jolden 
Gate Park. The growing population in 
that part of the city made the new church 
a necessity, and some time aj^o the little j 
chapel was built and attended by the 
priests from the Sacred Heart Church. 
But the congregation continned to in- 
crease, and a resident priest to take care 
of the j arish was needed, so Archbishop 
Kiordan selected one of the brightest and 
most capable yoimg priests in the person

of Father Kirby, who bad long been con- 
nected with St. Mary's Cathedral and is 
well known in San Francisco. 

The new pastor preached on the Gospel 
of the Gootf Shepherd yesterday. He told 
how Christ was the Good Shepherd; how 
he caiiK' into the world to save mankind; 
to establish one fold, one church. 

""The sheep of tiie fold." he said, "are 
the Christians of the world. They belong 
to the one fold, with one pastor. Some 
wandered away, and these Christ himself 
went after. Christ snowed he was tbe 
Good Shepherd bv leaving the ninety-nine 
in the desert while he went after tha one 
that had .strayed away.'' 

The speaker here developed tbe three 
parables — one fold and one pastor; the 
woman who lost the groat and swept dili- 
gently until she found it, and the Prodigal 
Son. He told how the Good Shepherd 
spoke ill jiiiialili's; how he put bis teacb- 
iuKS into practice by sitting down with tbe 
sinners; how Mary Magdalen came to 
biiu a sinner and went away a saint. He 
also developed the im i'ient of tbe thief 
dyincr beside the l.-i'-d iij 'in the cross, and 
the saying, "Thou shall be with me this 
day in" paradise." 

••The church," said the .'•iitaker, ■ has 
always coutinued tbe teachings and mis- 
sion and practice of the Oood Shepherd, 
and especially acts ont the divine will at 
P^astei, when she gathers all into one fold 
that they may perform their sacred duties 
by going to confession and communion, 
and thus reconcile themselves to God." 

Father Kirby is an able speaker, clear 
and eloquent.

"THE MAN OF SOREOWS." 



Dr. J. George Oibson P>«Mbed at 
ezaoa M. B. CIinTels I.aat 
Night. 



The services at Grace M. E. Chnrch at 
Twenty-first and Capp streets last night 
were impressive. It was tbe first time since 
the awful double tragedy in Emmanuel 
Baptist ('hurch since the people and the 
pastor of that church worshipeit together. 
They and their friends i;atliered in vast 
numbers .at the invitation of Kev. Dr. Mc- 
Clish and his devoted foUower.'i. 

The thought of the tragedies seemed to 
run through the entire serv-ice and the 
picture of one congregation opening their 
hearts and sympathies to the other had its 
pathetic side. Dr. McClish touched lightly 
upon the Kinnianuel affair and said that 
the Trinity Presbyterian. German Baptist, 
Bethany Oongreg.itioiuil and Hamilton- 
square Baptist bad also tiiruwn their 
churcbes open to tbe Emmanuel oongiega- 
tioii during the temporary closing of ttte 
church. 

The choir sang with more than usual feel- 
ing and Mrs. Don Pardee Riggs rendered the 
solo, "The King of I>ove My Shepherd Is," 
with much expression. There was not 
standing room in the church so great was 
the attendance, while hundreds clamored 
for admittance. 

Dr. Gibson took bis text from chapter 
53 of Isaiah, verse o: •'He is dcspisea and 
rejected of rtien; a man of sorrows and 
acquainted with grief." 

He dwelt at length upon the life of 
Christ, his purity, his love, bis ready sym- 
pathy with'those who suffer. It is'wrong 
to suppose that we are alone. There is 
one who understands us: the One who 
came down into this life; the One who was 
rejected : tho Man of Sorrows. 

•'.Ml have sorrows, but tbey are to be en- 
du.-ed and not described; to be borne, not 
expressed. Chri.st wept over Jerusalem, 
over the treachery practiced on him, and 
as he hung upon thecross the multitude 
sneered atTiIm." 

Dr. Gibson closed his sermon with a 
touching appeal to all -to turn their hearts 
to Jesus Christ, the Man of Sorrows and 
Love. He pictured his crucifixion on the 
cross, first by the gloom and sorrow of his 
death and secondly by tbe glory and light 
of his resurrection. 



KOOM rOE THE LIVING. 

The Old lluiiie of l*eace Cemetery Soon 
t to lie S'yild. 

The old Home of Peace Cemetery, occu- 
pying the block bounded by Guerrero, 
Church (Eighteenth and Nineteenth streets, 
will soon be in the real estate market. 
When the new cemetery of that name was 
established in San Mateo County five years 
ago about 1900 bodies rested in that block 
of hillside, but at various times they have 
been removed to the more distant iiurying- 
ground by tifties and hundreds until now 
not more than ISO are left. 

A number of bodies have been exhumed 



in tbe past week, and this week nearlv 100 
nioi« will follow them to San >lateo 
County. The t-tpcnsc is charged to friends 
of the dead when any can be found, but in 
many cases no t^pce of relatives can be 
found. These are removed at the expense 
of the congregation of German Jews to 
whom the cemetery belongs. During tbe 
summer the last cdfhn will be dug up, re- 
boxed and laboriied, and then tno living 
will buy the lots and make use of the hilt 
sioe. 

The adioining block across Nineteenth 
street is the old Hills of Kternity Cemetery, 
belonging to the congregation of I'olisii 
Jews. The new Hills of Eternity Ceme- 
tery is beside the new Home of Peace 
grounds in San Mateo County, but the re- 
movals to it have been comparatively few, 
anditwiU be a good while beforeaUtk* 
gravestones disappear from that block.

Missionary Dowe Is Here Or- 
ganizing a Community of 
Shakers.

Curious Ideas of the Origin of Sin 
and the Means of Re- 
demption. 



There are only two Shakers on the Pa- 
cific CJoast, and one of them, Arthur W. 
Dowe, is in this city earnestly enfiaRCci in 
an endeavor to organize a Hhakcr com- 
munity. The other is Sister Cornelia 
Powers, who is working on a similar line 
in San Diego. Brother Powc's mission is 
the result of express instnietioiis from the 
Shaker society at Kast Canterbury, New 
Hampshire, where there have been some 
revelations, he says, from the spiritual 
-world to the efiect that such a society 
-would be started on the coast. Brother 
Dowe is a firm believer in these revelations. 

The Shakers are a peculiar, a very pe- 
culiar, people. Just what would become 
of the human race if all were to become 



Shakers is a problem dirticult of solution. 
They are absolute celibates, are most 
pronounced and practical ronimnnists, 
and revere the memory of ''Mother Ann" 
fully as much as that of "the man Jesus." 
They are not a verv large sect, there beinp 
only eighteen regular societies of them in 
this country, with an aggregate of &bout 
50CK) members : but some of The most use- 
ful inventi'ins in husbandary and plain 
manufactures and machinery are of Shaker 
origin. Poverty, vice and crime are said to 
be unknown to them, while disease they 
claim to have nlmn^t fully conquered. 

To the worldly and practical San Fran- 
ciscans a Shaker rommiinity would be a 
curiosity greater than was the inaucuration 
of the Altrurian colony, for mere altrurian- 
iam is tame compared to the radical ideal- 
ism of the Shakers. Such a community, 
or as they call it, "society," with n iiiein- 
bcrfhip of about 150. compOM i; ..f !i th 
sexes, lives generally in one b-,i;..ii-..,;, liie 
brethren dwelling in one end of it and the 
sisters in the other. The sexes meet only 
at meals or at worship. Such communi- 
tif- "xist at Mount Lebanon. Canaan, and 
in -Vibai.y C.'uniy, N. Y. ; AVpst Pittslield, 
Ayer and Shirley Village, Mass.; Shaker 
station. Conn. ; East Canterbury and En- 
field, N. H. ; Alfred and Sabbathday Lake, 
Me. ; Unioa Village, Preston and Oayton, 
Ohio, and Pleasant Hill and South Union, 

Missionary Dowe has begun work here 
in good earnest and held two meetings 

yesterday in Golden Rule Hall at 948 Mis- 
sion sinel. where he is also domiciled. 
These meetings were not attended in very 
large numbers, and probably among the 
lew interested ones that listened to the 
apfeaker's "familiar talks ' on the history 
Of the sect, his views or the milleniiin: and 
his enthusiastic panegyrics on celibacy 
and community of goods, there was a 
pang or two of disappointment in not wit- 
nessing any of tliose remarkable i^piritual 
manifestations and physical pcrturliations 
which in the past have afforded the pro- 
fane and skeptical an opportunity of mck- 
■naming the United Society of Believers 
"Shakers." 

"Yes." affirmed Mr. Dowe. "I am here 
to organize a society. I became a Shaker, 
as you call us, about three or four years 
ago, and at the time of the World's P'air I 
went to Ka?t Canterbury. It has been 
spiritually revealed to ns that such a so- 
ciety would be established on the Coast, 
and' so n hen I came out here I nad that 
object in view. 1 have lately received 
positive communications to go to work 
iUimediatoly. 

"From almost time immemorial there 
have been similar societies in existence. 
Such were the Ascetics of Persia, India 
and (^hina, the Therapeutics in Egypt and 
the K.-^.'^enes of .liidea. Their doctrines were 
about the same in i-rinciple; that is, they 
were celibates, and enjoyed the holding of 
goods in common. 

"During the seventeenth century a cer- 
tain sect sprang up in, I think, the north 
France, who were called the 'French 
Prophets.' Rome of these 'prophets' 
crossed over to Kngland, and, revolting 
•gainst what they considered a general 
system of anti-Christ, preached that the 
end of that particular dispensation or or- 
der of thinps was come. They made a 
number of converts among tlic Quakers, 
with whom we are sometimes con- 
founded. 

"A small society of these believers was 
presided over by James and Jean 'Wardli y 
m Manchester, England, in 1747, and 
among its members was a. remarkable 
young girl named Ann hee. She seemed 
■wonderfully led spiritually, and soon after 
was piven a revelation in which the origin 
of sin and means ot redemption were 
plainly shown to her. These people, at 
their meetings, were accustomed to be 
seized with great bodily shaking, owing to 
their spiritual power, hence the nickname 
'Shakers.' Ann 1.' u was thereupcn ac- 
cepted as the 'Mother' of an entirely new 
orderof things, and in 1774 received a reve- 
lation that there was soon to arise a f-re&t 
nation from the American colonies, lude- 
pendentof Enro^and having a constitu- 
tion and civil institutions that would 
guarantee perfect freedom of congdence, 
for, mind you, the Shakers were very much 
persecuted for a long time. 

'Mother .\nn came over to America, 
and a colony of only eight Shakers estab- 
lished itself at Watervliet, in New York, 
and soon after, during great revivals at 
New Lebanon, a large number of orthodox 
Christians united with them and pro- 
claimed tiie miUenninm as having come. 
The original colony of eight rapidly grew 
to a Bode^ of 200O members, the flist 



church being formed formally at Xew 
Lebanon, where the society now has 6000 
acres of land. 

"During the war of the rebellioii at- 
tempts were made to draft us into military 
service, but through the influence of 
friends Secretary Stanton granted an in- 
definite furlough to all who had been 
pressed into the ranks. 

"N.iw we hiild that every attempt at 
communism other than perfect Christian 
communism must necessarily be a failure 
because of the need of a religious basis. 
■We receive new members on probation, 
and when iIk v j.iiii our society for good 
thcv, notwitliMamtiiig they may be al- 
ready married , become absolute celibates. 
If they own prn[x?rty it goes to the society 
in trust, they drawiiit;. as individual own- 
ers, no interest therefrom, and our con- 
tract expressly stipulates against any 
pecuniary compensation being received for 
any ser%ices performed. As one person 
owns just as much as another of our com- 
mon property there is no want and no ex- 
cuse forcrime, and our doctrines entirely do 
away with the incentives to vice. Honey 
ia not an indispensable thing with us."

A new lot of orchids, nearly one hund- 
"•ed and lifty, have been received from 
Mexico. They are thriving, but it will be 
late in the fall before they can be exhib- 
ited in their floral beauty." There are also 
a number of the rarest and most beautiful 
of all orchids. These are known as the 
Phalaenopsis from Borneo. Some have 
white flowers which resemble large white 
moths. 

The Espiritu Santo or Itoly (ihost 
flower, over which so many have gone into 
raptures, will bloom in July and August, 
said the foreman, and as soon as they do 
they win be placed on exhibition.

Tlie speaker next reviewed the life and 
habits of the priests in the josshouses.

At a meeting of the Board of Supervisors 
held last Monday Mr. Hirsch introduced^a 
resolution whiih will jnit the railroad 
people to no little trouble and extn'iise if 
linally agreed upon by the Health and 
Police Committee, to whom it was referred. 

The new law proposes that cars on the 

following named lines and streets shall 

not exceed a higher rate of speed than six 

miles an hour between 4 and 7 o'clock 

in the aftenioon: 

California Etreet, between Kearny and Mar- 
ket: Clay street, between East and Kearny; 

Howftrd fetrect. between Seventh and East; 
.Ikcrsuh ^!^• ei. If tween East and Monigomery; 
Ki-Hiny >irft't, t- iween Market and North and 
l.A-i -tree!'; Mis.'^ion street, between Seventh 
and Kasi ; Montgomery avenue, between Union 
and M(]iugomery streets: I'Dlk street, between 
i'osl and California; Post street, between 
Dupont and Markei; .'Sacramento street, !«- 
tween Kearny and Market; Sutter street, be- 
tween Dupont and Market; Third street, be- 
tween Maiket and Folaom; Washington street, 
between Montgomery and jBast. 

It is further provided in the ordinance 
that any violation of the same shall be 
punishable by a fine not ezceedins; $500, 
or imprisonmenjt not exceeding three 
montbs. 

If the resolution of Mr. Hirsch becomes 
a law the railroad people must either put 
on a number of extra cars to accommodate 
the people, or else allow the public to 
suffer not a little inconvenience because 
of their unwillingness to decrease the 
danger incident to travel between the 
hours named. If the statement of Mr. 
Huntington is to be regarded as indexing 
the feeling of the Market-street Railway 
Company, then the patrons of the various 
lines interested will lind themselves greatly 
inconvenienced, to say the lea.'it of it. 

The ordinance cannot be carried out on 
cable lines without lessening the speed of 
all the cars, and, unless e.vtra cars be nut 
on, the traveling public must necessarily 
suffer. 

"I have heard of the proposed ordi- 
nance," said Mr. H. K Huntington yester- 
day, "but as it has not yet become a law 
there is little or no occasion for comment. 
I do not mind saying that if it should be I 
think the policy of the company would be 
to simply 'slow down' and not pat on extra 
cars, as* many seem to think would be 
done. In the first place it would entail a 
lot of expense that we do not at present 
care to undertake; and again, if ihe Su- 
pervisors, who are supposed to represent 
the people, enact such a law, the supposi- 
tion is that the people want it, and we 
stand ready to grant it. 

"So far as electric cars go it would oe an 
easy matter to lessen speed on the streets 
named and make up time elsewhere, but 
with cable cars it is different. The cable 
runs just so fast and unless the speed of 
that IS decreased the s[iced of the cars 
cannot be lessened. We will comply with 
the law, whatever it is, but I fear the peo- 
ple will follow the example set by Chicago. 
A law, similar to the 'Hih proposed by Sir. 
Hirsch, was iiass<'d in Chi( ai;o, and in less 
t lian thirty days the jicoplc were clamor- 
ing for a faster service. 

"Now regarding the matter of substitut- 
ing electric cars on the horse lines owned 
aiid controlled by us, I will sav that this 
will be done as soon as tiracticafile. Kvery 
horse-car road in the City will be converted 
into an electric line within the next few 
months, though just bow soon active work 
will begin I cannot tell. Many of the 
cable lines will also use electricity as a 
motive power, work having been actually 
commenced on the Howard-street system."

ried to David Jackson Staples, who a short 
time after came to the new El Dorado, ar- 
riving in 1849. Shortly after, Mr. Staples 
went Dack to his New England home and 
returned to this coast with his young wife 
by the way of Panama. Among their fel- 
low-voyagers was George Bromley. Mrs. 
Staples set foot in San Francisco on Janu- 
ary 8, 1851. The couple settled at once on 
Staples' ranch, near Lodi, twelve miles 
from Stockton, where they lived for twelve 
years. A week had not elapsed before the 
young woman pioneer established a Sab- 
bath-school in Lodi, and as there was little 
or no lumber to be had she conducted her 
school in a small tent. This was among 
the hrst, if not the first, Sunday-schools in 
California. 

The Staples ranch was on the Moke- 
lunine Kiver and on the line of the overland 
trail. Hundreds of weary eniiu'rants after 
crossing the continent and the mountains 
via Emigrant Gap reached Staples' ranch 
footsore, weanr and often sick and wasted 
by disease. To all these Mrs. Staples and 
her husband extended the hand of wel- 
come and hospitality until the Staples 
ranch became a household word along the 
entire Coast. There are to-day in this 
State hundreds of people who will remem- 
ber their reception in the valley by these 
two early sellers and bless the memory of 
the living and the one who has gone. 

Her goodlv efforts did not cease when 
thefamilv moved to this City. The Lick 
Ola Ladies' Home was founded in reality 
by Mrs. Staples. For several months Mr. 
Staples assisted the late .lames Lick in 
framing the will and when the document 
was nearly completed Mr. Lick turned to 
Mrs. Stai>les and said: "Is there anything 
that you would like to have me do before I 
put my name on this paper? ' 

'•Yes, I would have you set aside a 
goodly sum of money for a home for aged 
women," was Mrs. Staples' reply. 

■ It "^hall be done and you shall help me 
fix up this betiucst," said the caoitalist, 
and it was done. 

Mrs. Staples was also the founder of the 
Children's HospitaL She was an intimate 
friend of Mrs. Crocker, and one afternoon 
in Mrs. Staples' home, where the IJohe- 
mian Club now stands. Mrs. Crocker, Mrs. 
Staples and several other ladies organized 
the "Pacific Dispensarv for Women and 
Children," called m later years the Chil- 
dren's Hospital. Mrs. Staples was elected 
its first president, Mrs. A. L. Stone and 
Mrs. Elkan Cohen the vice-presidents, 
Mrs, E. W. Phillips the secretary and Mrs. 
Oliver W. Easton the treasurer. Mrs. 
.•siaiiles and Mrs. Dr. Flint went to .'^acra- 
mento and bv hard work secured an ap- 
propriation from the Legislature with 
which to start this worthy charity. That 
was twentv years ago. 

.'Vrrain she reached out her hand and 
drew around her people of means who 
joined her in the establishment of another 
worthv institution, the Crocker Old Peo- 
ples' ilome, which was liberally endowed 
by Mrs. Oocker. 

In her work Mrs. Staples was quiet and 
unostentatious, and but few knew of the 
labor she was engaged in. There are sur- 
viving of five ctiiloren only one, Mrs. H. 
W. Vearaans. the other children having 
died, and four gramlchildren, the off- 
spriiig of the deceased daughter, Lizzie 
and Elmer Painter. 

The funeral will be held to-morrow, 
Tuesday, at 2 P. M., from the family resi- 
dence. ' The interment will be private.
